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Just thirty-seven years after that great event will be published a group oj 
papers on the break-up of the Confedéracy, with special reference to the 
personality of General Lee. The writers on the Confederate side are Col- 
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W. publish in another column a full report of the 
testinony of Lieut, Gen. N. A. Miles, given before the 
Senot'e Committee on Military Affairs on the bill to in- 
crease the efficiency of the Army. We are, however, au- 
thoritatively informed that at the request of General 
Miles, and upon the approval of the committee, the most 
intervsting part of the hearing was not taken down by 
the official reporter, and therefore does not appear in the 
as we publish it. General Miles was particularly 
strong in his denunciation of Section 7 of the bill, which 
he said would certainly work to the disadvantage of the 
Army. He even went so far, we understand, as to say 
that he could name the officers who would be benefited 
by the section, but was not asked to do so by the com- 
mittee. General Miles did not say, as has been reported, 
that this section would allow the Secretary of War and 
the Adiutant General to promote their favorites. This 
statement he has characterized as false. In case the 
bill heeame a law General Miles said he would not serve 
under such an organization as it provides. He quoted 
at some length military authorities in support of his 
contentions against the general staff idea. As the result 
of careful investigation we are able to announce that at 
the present time the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs is opposed to the bill as it was introduced, and, 
unless it is pressed by the Secretary of War, the chances 
are that it will never be reported bv the committee. Sen- 
ator Hawley, chairman of the committee, is particularly 
opposed to the measure and does not Lesitate to say so. 
According to our information, obtained from the War 
Department, it is still the Secretary’s intention to ad- 
vocate the bill, and strenuous measures will be taken to 
overcome the impression left upon the committee by the 
statements of General Miles. This is an Administration 
bill and is supported by the President and his entire 
Cabinet. Such is its importance that after General Miles 
had given his testimony the Cabinet considered what had 
best be done during one of its entire sessions. Of course, 
it is admitted General Miles had perfect right to oppose 
the measure, and the statements to the effect that the 
Vresident would exercise his prerogative and place Gen- 
eral Miles on the retired list, because of his attitude in 
the matter, are the purest sensationalism. It may be 
tha: General Miles will be retired before he reaches the 
age of sixty-four, but it will not be because of what he 
sail before the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. 
His argument against the bill is a very strong one and it 
wil! receive respectful consideration from all interested 

he welfare of the Army.

The 
moral of this story is for our military and naval author- 
ities at Washington to apply. We have never known 
‘ ‘ime in the history of the Services when there was so 
e going on in the way of criticism or suggestion, but 
We can assure those who rule at Washington that there 
s a powerful sight of thinking being done and some 
of it in the nature of the reflections of Pat’s bunkie. 
The senior officers of the Ordnance are like Bre’r Rab- 
bit. they ain’t sayin’ nothin’, hut they are still puzzled 
to determine why it was that the prineiple of seniority 
Was not only disregarded, in obedience, it may be ad- 
uitted, to a passing necessity, but was treated with

a contempt that is very galling to those who hold it 
among the traditions of the Services. 





And the staff are finding their sympathizers in the 
line who cannot understand upon what principle of 
justice or expediency, or regard for the discipline and 
efficiency of the Services, a junior officer is permitted to 
elevate himself over tne heads of his contemporaries by 
transfer back and forth between line and staff. They 
insist, as all men who have a proper appreciation of 
the routine of the military service must insist, that there 
is something on one side or the other besides personal 
interests to be considered in this matter. Why is it that 
in all military services officers are required as a rule 
to linger for years in one rank before being advanced 
to another? Is it not that they may thus gradually ac- 
quire necessary experience in one grade before being 
admitted to another? Nothing but some emergency should 
be permitted to disturb the principle of promotion by 
seniority, established for the Army as a general rule. 
Above all, it should never be set aside in difference to 
some personal interest, and in plain disregard of the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the law. Our Army has 
not yet forgotten the melancholy story of Thornburg, 
whose name is associated with one of the worst disasters 
in our history of Indian warfare, that of Milk River, 
September 29, 1879, and which is not unreasonably as- 
eribed to the fact that Thornburgh, by transferring 
from the line to the staff and back again succeeded in 
advancing himself beyond his experience, passing in 
three years from a first lieutenant to a major in the 
line. We believe that Thornburgh’s advancement in 
the manner stated was the first case of the kind on 
record in our Army and it should have been the last. 
We can find no justifiable reasons for permitting the ad- 
vancement of an officer in this way and the War De- 
partment has made a great mistake in insisting upon 
it in opposition to the expressed objections on the part 
of many officers. The sound argument there is against 
it cannot be answered by showing that those objecting 
may have personal reasons for so doing. 
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An officer on duty in the Philippines, as a result of 
his experience, sends us some suggestions, to which the 
military authorities would do well to take heed. Con- 
cerning the uniform question he says: “I would like to 
see but two uniforms for the Army, viz., full dress and 
khaki. There is no uniform so businesslike, comfortable, 
durable, and common sense, as khaki. It does not show 
the dirt, it is essentially the onlv uniform for field ser- 
vice, it is cool in summer and warm in winter—if proper 
materials are used. We have so far only used it for field 
service in a tropical or semi-tropical climate. The Brit- 
ish use it for service in Northern India, where the ther- 
mometer goes down to zero or less, and find it very satis- 
factory. Why shouldn’t it be? The trouble with the 
khaki uniform is that we are accustomed to see it fitting 
our men hke meal sacks, so that it resembles overralls 
for a porter in a grocery house. The khaki can be made 
in very attractive form, for both enlisted men and officers. 
I have no desire to laud everything British as the best, 
but their soldiers, clad in khaki, were certainly the neat- 
est appearing troops in China. It is enough to say that 
the British enlisted men’s uniforms fit them as well as 
the American oflicer’s uniforms fit, and at a little distance 
British soldiers were often mistaken by us for officers. 
The day of gaudy uniforms has passed, and what is 
needed primarily is an attractive working uniform for 
eyery dav. The dark blue uniform, although associated 
with a sentiment which is still strong in every heart, is 
in this work-a-day age out o date except for parade. The 
art of war has become the science of war, and should pe 
shorn of the tinsel which would make it a spectacular 
rather than an all-absorbing profession for those who 
make it a life study, in all except where spectacular cere- 
monies may serve as aids to discipline. With a better 
fitting khaki uniform of fast color, a campaign hat and 
fair leather leggings and shoes, our soldiers would repre- 
sent what they have alwavs prided themselves on being, 
‘fighting men.’” Our correspondent thinks, as others we 
have heard from do, that the Government is making a very 
grave mistake in withholding travel pay on the Pacific 
from soldiers discharged in the Philippines. He thinks, 
as others do, that fifty per cent. of our men would re-en- 
list in the Philippines if assured of travel pay. As it is, 
the Government loses an acclimated old soldier, and re- 
places him with a raw recruit who has cost the Govern- 
ment as much or more than what the old soldier’s travel 
pay would have amounted to. It is poor economy, to say 
the least. 
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An interesting table appearing in the Bulletin of 
the Association of Graduates of the Military Academy 
shows that in the sixty most importaémt battles of the 
Civil War the commanders on both sides were gradu- 
ates of the Milittry Academy, with the exception of 
five—Banks, Butler ‘and Terry, on the Union side, and 
McCulloch-and Floyd; on the Confederate side. Grant 
commanded in twenty-one engagements, with a total 
force of 987,640 men; Sherman in nine engagements, 
with a total of 271,667, and McClellan in eight, with 
a total of 410,720 men. Sheridan is credited with two 
engagements in which he commanded—Winchester and 
Cedar Creek. Pope with two, Cedar Mountain and 
Manassas, and Banks with the two at Port Hudson. 
The others, McDowell, Lyon, 8S. R. Curtis, Rosecrans, 
Buell, Hooker, Meade, Gillmore, Butler and Terry, have 
each one important engagement to his credit. In nine- 
teen battles the total forces on the field exceeded 100.- 
000 men, viz.: Shiloh, 103,082; Malvern Hill, 170,003: 





Seven Days, 186,650; Manassas, 

127,160; Fredericksburg, 172,504; Chancellorsville, 154,- 
734; Gettysburg, 158,343; Chickamauga, 124,548; Chat- 
tanooga, 102,524; Mine Run, 114,013; Wilderness, 149,- 
917; Atlanta Campaign, 176,212; Petersburg, 105,296; 
Appomatox, 164, 822. We have no record of the Oon- 
federate forces at Spottsylvania and Cold Harbor. In fif- 
teen of the 57 engagements, with totals given, the Confed- 
erates had the superiority in numbers viz.: At Bull Run,

Because of the heavy export demand, together with 
the flourishing business condition of the country our 
Army is suffering from scarcity of horses which in 
case of emergency might prove extremely embarrass- 
ing. Officers who buy horses for the cavalry and artil- 
lery are quoted as saying that great difficulty is ex- 
perienced in obtaining animals fit for the service, that 
many of those accepted would have been rejected a few 
years ago and that the cavalry is now more poorly 
mounted than ever before. Moreover this situation, 
which has already sent prices kiting, is likely to get 
worse instead of better, the reason being that the 
British military authorities, who have been extensive 
buyers of American horses for the last year or two, 
will probably make still larger purchases in the near 
future. The Hungarian market, upon which Great 
Britain has depended for her principal supply of mounts 
for the South African service, has been a disappoint- 
ment, and the contract system of buying has resulted 
in turning over to the Government a large number of 
animals which are totally unfit for the work required. 
The failure of the Hungarian market has therefore 
compelled the military authorities to seek other sources 
of supply, and their experience with American horses 
and mules has been so satisfactory that they turn 
naturally to the United States. Sir Richard Stewart of 
the British Army has already arrived in the United 
States on a mission of inquiry into the available supply 
of horses adapted to cavalry service, his purpose being 
to make a searching investigation as to numbers, con- 
dition and prices. Sir Richard paid his respects to the 
President in Washington on March 25, and departed on 
the following day for New Orleans, where the British 
Government maintains a depot for the shipment of 
horses and mules to South Africa. It is not unlikely 
that his visit will result in purchases for export on a 
scale large enough to make it still more difficult to ob- 
tain suitable mounts for our own service. 

I wish the W. C. T. U. people could see, writes an ex- 
perienced Army officer, the effect of canteen legislation 
in the Philippines. The number of “beno” drunkards 
is increasing to an alarming extent. The influence of the 
poison is so subtle that the soldier is not aware of its 
potent influence until too late. Then everything goes— 
character, affection, truth and honor—and he becomes @ 
wretche. slave, who is willing to sell his soul to the 
demon of the drug. “Beno” is dirt cheap and is procura- 
ble everywhere. Military orders forbidding its sale, have 
little or no effect. There are always natives who con- 
trive a way to furnish it to the “fool Americanos.” I am 
now in General Bell’s district, where the ports are closed 
and the towns concentrated and patrolled. The one sa- 
loon keeper in town recently ran out of beer because no 
communication with the outside business world was 
permitted. Immediately beno drunkenness increased to 
such an alarming extent, that I found it necessary to 
permit the saloon-man to bring a cargo of beer into 
town, to prevent worse things. This illustrates the effect 
of anti-canteen lefislation. We have to encourage salooa- 
men to do business in the interests of discipline; for in 
provinces still under military rule, we can reculate the 
sale of beer where it is impossible to regulate the sale 
of beno. It is too bad that the supposedly conscientious 
people who have fought the canteen on principle, cannot 
see the pernicious effects of their interference. 
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We have received a letter from a zealous temperance 
worker, who is, a...ocugh a total abstainer, a sup- 
porter of the Army canteen, stating that a secret or- 
ganization has been formed in Illinois and other West- 
ern States for the purpose of opposing all efforts 
in Congress to re-establish the canteen system. The 
members of this organization, our correspondent adds. 
are pledged to write letters to their representatives in 
Congress urging indefinite postponement of legislation 
on the canteen question, and there is an understanding 
that if such a bill is favorably reported by the House 
Committee on Military Affairs the members of the com- 
mittee are to be deluged with telegrams warning them 
that any such measure will displease the temperance 
element and bring trouble upon its supporters. This 
movement, we are assured, does not represent the views 
of intelligent temperance workers, who have studied the 
operation and results of the canteen system, nor does 
it, in our opinion, express the feeling of those cognizant 
of the conditions which have followed the abolition of 
the sale of beer at Army posts in the Philippines, where 
the suppréssion of the moderate use of malt liquors 
has led to an alarming increase in the consumption of 











“bino,” which produces the frightful forms of drunken- 
ness and mental, moral and physical degradation and dis- 
ease described by our Army correspondent above. 
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Commenting on the need in this country of some practi- 
cal agency for propagating and organizing popular senti- 
ment in support of a vigorous policy of naval expansion, 
a writer in the Boston Herald calls attention to the work 
accomplished in European countries by the Navy leagues. 
to which we have frequently called attention. The Herald 
strongly urges the adoption of the same method in the 
United States. The leagues of England, Germany, 
France, Italy and Spain, are undoubtedly of enormous 
value as supporters of the sea power of those nations. 
The primary purpose of these leagues is to educate pub- 
lic opinion by the distribution of books, pamphlets, pic- 
tures, and by periodical literature. Public libraries, 
chambers of commerce, boards of trade, and various edu- 
cational institutions are brought into co-operation with 
the movement, and through them as well as by means 
of regular courses of lectures the objects of the league 
are clearly presented. Life, annual and honorary mem- 
berships are conferred in return for small fees, and the 
money thus accumulated is used partly to extend the 
league work and partly for purposes of national defense. 
The league movement has become powerful in every coun- 
try where it has been instituted, and has already had a 
wholesome influence upon legislation for naval interests. 
The British Navy League, organized in 1894, is the oldest 
of these institutions and has become a tremendous force 
in directing English public sentiment, but it has been out- 
stripped by the German Navy League which is only half 
as old. The German league, which is ardently supported 
by the Emperor, has been a factor of almost immeasurable 
influence in the creation of Germany’s sea power. It 
has a membership of more than 500,000; it has branches 
in every province and in almost every city of the empire: 
it is teaching the German people the need and value of a 
great navy, and last year it spent nearly $225,000 for 
lectures, literature and other educational work relating 
to naval topics. Pictures and pamphlets appealing to 
German patriotism are distributed everywhere, badges, 
medals, finger rings, bracelets and other trinkets symbo- 
lizing German greatness on the sea are distributed by 
thousands and so effectively has this policy been carried 
forward that the league is by common consent recognized 
as the most important single factor in bringing the 
German fleet to its present condition. The French Navy 
League was organized in 1899, the Italian in 1900 and the 
Spanish in 1901. All of these report a tremendous growth 
in membership and influence, and each is becoming a 
strong support of the naval establishment. The feasi- 
bility of such an organization in the United States is 
beyond question.

Our new Secretary of the Navy, Mr. W. H. Moody, 
will be the sixth native of the State of Massachusetts to 
hold this Cabinet office, the other natives of that State 
being the two Crowninshields, Jacob and Benjanmnn W., 
David Henshaw, George Bancroft and William C. 
Whitney. Six Virginians by birth have also held the of- 
fice, Upshur, Gilmer, Mason, Preston, Richard W. 
Thompson, appointed from Indiana, and Goff, appointed 
from West Virginia. New York and North Carolina 
have each been represented four times, the natives of 
these States being Smith, Thompson, Paulding, Whit- 
ney, Tracy, Branch, Badger, Graham and Dobbin. 
Three Secretaries, Stoddert, Robert Smith and John P. 
Kennedy, were born in Maryland, and three, Southard, 
Dickerson and Robeson, in New Jersey. Hamilton and 
Hunt were born in South Carolina, though Hunt was 
appointed from Louisiana. Woodbury and Chandler 
were natives of New Hampshire, Toucey and Welles of 
Connecticut, William Jones and Borie of Pennsylvania. 
and Long of Maine. It will be observed that all the 
Secretaries of the Navy have been natives of States 
bordering on the Atlantic Coast, though two of them 
were residents of interior States at the time of their 
appointment. The only states represented thus far are 
Alabama, from which Hilary A. Herbert came, and 





ten of the original thirteen States—Mgine, where Mr. 


Long was born, being originally a part of Massachu- 
setts. Twenty-three of the Naval Secretaries have been 
lawyers and ten of these judges. Five of them have 
been authors or editors, viz: Paulding, Gilmer, Ban- 
croft, Kennedy and Welles. We may include in this 
classification Mr. Chandler, who is the proprietor of a 
New Hampshire paper, for which he writes vigorous 
editorials. The first Secretary, Stoddert, was a mer- 
chant, as were also the two Crowninshields and Borie. 
Benj. W. Crowninshield was the grandfather of Ad- 
miral Crowninshield of the Navy. Jacob Crowninshield 
was a sea captain as well as a merchant. Robert 
Smith was a volunteer during the Revolutionary War, 
and Generals Goff and Tracy during the Civil War. 
William Jones served both as a soldier and sailor dur- 
ing the Revolution. Two of the Secretaries were killed 
by the bursting of Stockton’s Peacemaker on the Prince- 
ton, Upshur, then Secretary of the Navy, and Gilmer- 
who had been Naval Secretary, but was Secretary of 
State at the time of his death. 


There appears to have been a reversal of roles at a 
meeting held last week in New York when Rev. Dr. Rains- 
ford and Capt. A. T. Mahan, U. S. N., spoke. Dr. 
Rainsford made some sensible remarks on the subject of 
providing for the comfort of our sailors when on shore 
and Captain Mahan, who followed him, expressed his com- 
parative indifference to such worldly considerations, and 
stated that the spiritual welfare of the sailor,is what 
gives him the most concern. The management of the 
new Sailors’ Home or Club, in Brooklyn, appear to sym- 
. pathize more with the clergyman than the naval officer 
in this matter. They are proposing to fit up a recreation 
room in the building which will be provided with billiard 
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tables, shuffle-board, ping-pong, and other accessories to 
an evening's entertainment. ‘This seems to be a thorougn- 
ly sensible proceeding and in the “City of Churches” there 
need be no lack of spiritual instruction for those who 
seek it. If, however, it is desired to make the club attrac- 
tive to sailors it will be well not to make the office of 
the “sky-pilot” too obtrusive. Dr. Rainsford, who takes 
a thoroughly sensible view of the functions of his office, 
has shown that he quite understands this, and he being 
in a spiritual sense the superior officer of Captain Mahan 
ought to be able to bring the Captain into line with his 
views. 


As an off-set, perhaps, to the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance for the maintenance of the territorial integrity of 
China, Russia and France have addressed a joint note 
to the signatories of the Pekin protocol recognizing 
that alliance as an affirmation of the principles which 
they themselves have on several occasions declared es- 
tablished and which are still the basis of their policy. 
“The Government of Russia and of France,” the note 
continues, “hold that respect for these principles is at 
the same time a guarantee for their special interests in 
the Far East. Nevertheless, they themselves, being al- 
so obliged to take into consideration the eventuality of 
aggressive action on the part of a third Power, or of 
fresh troubles in China, jeopardizing the integrity and 
free development of that Power and becoming a menace 
to their own interests, the two allied Governments re- 
serve it to themselves to consider in such case means 
of assuring their protection.” This declaration is vari- 
ously interpreted in Europe, some regarding it as a 
veiled threat of aggressive action in the Far East, while 
others construe it as a diplomatic reminder that the 
Franco-Russian alliance is an actuality which must be 
taken into account in any program affecting the trade 
and territorial interests of the Chinese empire. It is 
interesting for the present as indicating the alignment 
of international influence in the Orient. 
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Brig. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, U. 8. A., retired, in a re- 
cent conversation gave the following estimate of Gen- 
eral Weyler, formerly the Spanish commander in Cuba, 
and now Spanish Minister of War: “I knew General 
Weyler, and met him almost daily for nearly a year in 
Cuba. He was too aggressive, and this led to his be- 
ing recalled to Spain, where I understand that he is 
now the real power behind the throne. After his recall 
Sagasta and other influences made him the Minister of 
War. He was always consiuered a Republican and 
while in Cuba I heard many of his fellow countrymen 
express curiosity as to why he was there. A letter 
which I saw recently indicated that Spain is nearing the 
eve of an uprising against the monarchical form of 
government. Yet young King Alfonso will be crowned 
next month. It seems to me that Spain is verging to- 
ward a republic.”

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At a recent meeting of the Wisconsin Commandery, 
M. O. L. U. S., at Milwaukee, Wis., the exercises after 
supper consisted of an address by Professor Warren S. 
Johnson on wireless telegraphy, and after that a dem- 
oustration of sending messages through three rooms 
with two partitions of wood and brick, some twenty or 
thirty messages being sent from the transmitter in the 
ante-room to the co-hearer or receiver in the banquet 
room, where they were received written out on the 
tape; there was also a telephone receiver, two rods, one 
for each machine, receiving the messages. Professor 
Johnson’s address was a clear explanation of the 
methods of wireless telegraphy, furnishing much in- 
formation entirely new to most of the companions, and 
being given in such clear language that it could be 
understood by all. He was assisted in the demonstra- 
tion by Professor Charles L. Fortier.

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Europeans see that the Philippine insurrection is vir- 
tually a thing of the past, even if the “anti-imperial- 
ist” whiners here in the United States do not. It 
was only a few weeks ago that a bureau of the Ger- 
man Government concerned with commercial affairs 
issued a bulletin stating in effect that conditions in the 
islands were steadily improving and that trade move- 
ments could be made with entire security—and now the 
imperial authorities of Austro-Hungary have taken sim- 
ilar action in an official publicaton announcing that the 
pacification of the Philippines is making great prog- 
ress and that there is no reason to fear a recrudescence 
of the revolt on a scale likely to interfere with trade 
and commerce. All of which is unquestionably true, but 
dreadfully discouraging to the unpatriotic little grum- 
blers here at home who, in order to be able to yell “I 
told you so,” would actually rejoice to see their own 
Government discredited before the world and fail in its 
Philippine undertaking.

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Congress has passed and the President has signed the 
bill to restore Dr. Edward Kerchner to the Navy on the 
retired list with the rank and pay of medical] inspector as 
amended. It will be remembered that the original bill pro- 
vided that he be placed on the retired list of the Navy 
with the rank of medical director, the rank he would 
have held if he had remained in the Service. This bill 
the President was not willing to sign and so stated to 
certain members of the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs. It is understood that he would have vetoed the 
bill had it not been recalled by Congress and amended. 








Gen. H. C. King, Recording Secretary of the 
Army of the Potomac, announces that the Society will 
hold its 33d Annual Reunion at Gettysburg, Pa., on 
Sept. 19 and 20, 1902, at which time it is 
expected the Slocum monument will be unveiled. The 
headquarters of the Society will be at the Eagle Hotel. 
Other hotels are the Central, City, Washington. Pitzer, 
Battlefield and Gettysburg. Comrade William T. Ziez- 
ler is Chairman of the Local Executive Committee at 
Gettysburg, Pa. Particulars will be given in a future 
circular. 

The board of officers of the Signal Corps appointed 
to make recommendations for the improvement of the 
drill regulations and formulate telegraphy and _ tele- 
phone manuals and codes for the Signal Corps has com- 
pleted the first part of its work and has submitted to 
the Secretary of War a new manual of drill regulations 
for their Corps. For the present nothing will be made 
public relative to the report of the board. The board 
is still in session, but will soon report on the other, mat- 
ters before it.

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A number of amendments to the Army Regulations 
will be found in Genera] Orders, which we publish this 
week. These amendments refer to extra duty pay for 
enlisted men, marking of public property issued t? 
companies, vouchers for payment of supplies or ser- 
vices, rewards for stolen property, and appointment of 
electrician sergeants. 
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Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, U. 8S. N., Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, agrees with Admiral 
Bowles on the subject of leave of absence. in his heating 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs he stated 
that the employees of the Bureau number between 5,000 
and 6,000, and as they all get two weeks leave of absence 
each year an increase of $75,000 is needed in the allow- 
ance for the payment of employes on leave. The main- 
tenance of the foreign stations involves additiona] ex- 
penses, the home stations require increasing expendi- 
tures and as the disbursements of the Bureau become 
greater as the number of ships afloat is enlarged an 
extra $25,000 is needed to meet requirements. In expla- 
nation of his estimate of $600 each for two school 
teachers at the naval! station at Tutuila, Samoa, Admiral 
Endicott says the government of Tutuila is administered 
entirely by the Navy Department and that the teachers 
are needed for the native children of tne islands in order 
to save them from falling under the influence of Mormon 
missionaries who are about to settle there. The schools 
it is proposed to establish with these teachers are to be 
conducted under the direction of the Navy Department, 
and they should be supplied with desks, benches and 
books. tf these schools are started now, as the Secretary 
of the Navy believes they should be, Admiral Endicott 
thinks the expenses thus incurred can be paid from funds 
raised by taxation later on when the resources of the 
island are developed. The same course, he adds, has been 
taken by the War Department in the matter of teachers 
ind schools for the Philippines. As to the item in the 
Naval Appropriation Bill of $1,500 for one teacher at 
Guam, Admiral Endicott says that it did not originate 
with him but came from the Secretary of the Navy.

Further information of the overwhelming defeat of 
Gen. Lord Methuen’s column of British troops by the 
Boer force under General Delarey, in the Western Trans- 
vaal on March 7, indicates that Methuen when attacked 
at dawn by the enemy in greatly superior numbers made 
a desperate defense for more than three hours under ut- 
terly hopeless conditions. Finding his rear guard over- 
whelmed the British commander reinforced it with all of 
his available mounted men and two guns, these holding 
their ground until every man at the guns had been 
wounded except Lieutenant Nasham who, upon his refusal 
to surrender, was killed. The mounted troops in at- 
tempting to join the infantry got beyond control and 
bolted. Methuen, with 200 Northumberland Fusiliers, 
found himself completely isolated, but held out for three 
hours and finally made an attempt to rally the mounted 
men, riding from point to point encouraging them to 
make a stand. It was while thus engaged that he was 
shot through the thigh and his horse fell dead beneath 
him, hit in three places. He surrendered at 9:30 A. M., 
his ammunition having been almost totally exhausted. 
The British artillery, the regular infantry, the 
Cape Mounted Police and the 5th Imperial Yeo- 
manry, all fought with splendid gallantry, and 
the mounted troops that fled in disorder were 
yeomanry consisting largely of raw men who had seen 
little or no service. General Delarey’s action in releasing 
General Metuuen and sending his own nephew to con- 
duct him to Klerksdorp for proper treatment for his 
wound, is highly praised in London and by General Lord 
Kitchener in the field, who declares that the Boer Com- 
mander thus displays the rare chivalry which distin- 
guished his Huguenot ancestors. It is to be hoped that 
Delarey’s magnanimous act will be gratefully remem- 
bered in the negotiation of terms for the cessation of 
hostilities.

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Secretary Root has issued a general order addressed 
particularly to troops serving in the tropics which 
makes a singularly forcible and dignified appeal in behalf 
of temperance and morality in the Army. In this order, 
which appears elsewhere in this issue, the Secretary 
points out that excessive indulgénce in strong drink is 
absolutely certain to ruin any man, physically and 
morally, and that diseases due to licentiousness are quite 
as destructive and still more loathsome. It is the duty 
of regimental and particularly of company officers, the 
order continues, to try by precept and example to point 
out to the men under their control the inevitable misery 
and disaster which follow upon intemperance and upon 
moral uncleanliness and vicious living. The Secretary 
believes that little good is accomplished by trying to 
guard against vice and disease in the Army by means of 
regulations and medical precautions. «he saving forces, 
he holds, are the moral and educational influences, ex- 
erted in rational efforts to make our soldiers better, 
manlier and cleaner in word and deed, bringing about 
conditions under which valor, discipline and steadfast 
endurance shall go hand in hand with the virtues of 
self restraint, self respect and self control. The frank, 
sincere, sympathetic tone of this timely order will appeal 
to the heart and conscience of every intelligent man 
in the Army and we do not doubt that it will be a vital 
force for the moral betterment of the service.

The Home Magazine for March publishes an article on 
“Life on a Revenue Cutter,” by W. J. Lampton, tell- 
ing of his experiences on the McCulloch, in command 
of Capt. W. C. Coulson, in Alaskan waters. “What 
the revenue cutters do in the rescue of persons in these 
northern latitudes, who would otherwise starve or freeze 
to death, well entitles them to be called the St. Ber- 
nards of the sea,” Mr. Lampton says. He believes that 
the life of an enlisted man on a cutter is less exacting 
than on a warship, and superior to the average of the 
merchant marine. Of the composite nature of the ser- 
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vice he says: “It is a part of the civil establishment con- 
trolled by the Secretary of the Treasury; its officers are 
naval, with military titles; its men are sailors, soldiers 
and civilians; its regulations and discipline are naval; 
its work on the sea is nautical and its work on the land 
civil and military, That the service has done most ef- 
ficiently what was required of it, its record for more 
than a hundred years is ample testimony, and its de- 
velopment into one of the most active and important 
branches of the executive department of the government 
is earnest that its future will not be less worthy of com- 
mendation than its past.” 
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Among the items of interesting information recently 
received from the Asiatic Station is one to the effect that 
the Monterey has gone out to the famous Saddle Islands, 
not far from Shanghai, for the regulation target practice 
with great guns and small arms. They lie at the mouth 
of the Yangtsze River and are inhabited by Chinamen 
differing from those met with on the mainland in many 
respects, principally by their politeness and hospitality 
to “outside barbarians” as all foreigners are called. A 
shore-line largely composed of precipitous cliffs affords 
excellent target backings, and the bays with which the 
principal island is supplied favor al] kinds of smallarm 
target practice, with the result that nearly every ship of 
war located at Shanghai takes advantage of the Saddle 
Islands for drills and target practice. These islands are 
not far distant from the well known Gutzlaff Island, the 
main defense of the mouth of the .. hangpoo River, on 
the banks of which Shanghai is situated, twelve miles 
from the far famed Woosung Bar. 
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The Government appealed from the decision of Justice 
Bradley, in the District of Columbia Supreme Court sit- 
ting as a Prize Court in the Santiago and Manila prize 
cases, to the District of Columbia Court of Appeals, the 
court of general appellate jurisdiction for cases before 
the Supreme Court of the District. That Court has ren- 
dered a decision that it is without jurisdiction over ap- 
peals to it in matters of prize, but that the appeal should 
lie directly to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
This will necessitate a determination of the jurisdiction 
of the District Court of Appeals by a test case before the 
United States Supreme Court. This will determine 
whether the cases shall be heard directly by the United 
States Supreme Court on their merits, or by the District 
Court of Appeals, and probably afterwards come on their 
merits to the United States Supreme Court. The de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals was rendered in the San- 
tiago case, but it affects the procedure in the Manila case 
also, and the attorneys interested in these cases, Messrs. 
McCammon & Hayden, King & King, and Herbert & 
Micou, are all trying to get the question heard and settled 
at an early date by the Supreme Court. 





It is said that the German Emperor, whose mother 
was an English woman, speaks better English than does 
the King of England, whose father was a German. Prince 
Albert, the father of the King, made it a rule of his house 
that German should be spoken at breakfast, and in 
the early part of the day. Thus his eldest son acquired 
a bit of German accent with his English and stil] retains 
it. The Duke of Connaught, who speaks English without 
accent, explained the difference in this respect between 
himself and his elder brother by the statement that he 
was so much away from home in his youth that he did 
not come to the same extent under family influence in 
his early life. Both the Emperor and the King are 
recognized among those who know them as what are 
called in this country as “good fellows.” The Emperor 
especially is appreciative of American humor, which has 
a quality in it not always understood by the foreigner. 


The House Committee on- Naval Affairs has finally 
gotten down to actual work on the forthcoming bill mak- 
ing appropriations for the Naval Service for the next 
fiscal year. It is stated, upon excellent authority, that 
the committee will recommend that Congress authorize 
the construction of three battleships and two armored 
cruisers. The committee is not inclined to recommend 
the building of any small craft. Up to the present date no 
active steps have been taken to have the committee act 
favorably upon the further construction of submarine 
boats, and it is very improbable that the matter will be 
brought up in the present Congress owing to the un- 
favorable attitude of the members of the committee and 
the Navy Department. The five vessels to be recom- 
mended by the committee will be type ships, as urged by 
Admiral Bowles.

As royal etiquette forbids the receipt or return of 
cards Prince Henry while here kept open on his yacht 
a book, in which those who called to pay their respects 
and who had a title to consideration would enter their 
names. He did not, however, go so far as the late 
Earl Fitz William of Yorkshire, England, who kept a 
book on certain days in which his neighbors could enter 
their names and then sit down without further invita- 
tion to a feast spread for them, over one hundred being 
present on a single occasion. Each of these self-invited 
guests were at liberty to spend the night at Wentworth 
Woodhouse and to stable a horse if he liked. 





It is now understood that the floating dry dock at 
Havana purchased from the Spanish Government, will 
not be sent to the Philippines, as was the original in- 
tention. Exactly what disposition will be made of the 
dock has not yet definitely been decided, but it is prob- 
able that it will be located at some point on the Gulf 


of Mexico. As soon as the proper buildings have been 
erected at Olongapo it is the intention of the Secretary 
of the Navy to send there as a garrison a detachment 
of marines and to assign a high ranking officer, prob- 


“ably a rear-admiral, to the command of the station. 


Rear-Admiral Bowles is said to. favor the authoriza- 
tion by Congress of a 3,000 ton dry dock for the Cavite 
Station and a 15,000 ton dock for Olongapo. Officers 
interested in the proposed station at Olongapo say that 
it will be by far the best that has ever been under the 
control of the Navy.

The torpedo boat board of which Rear-Admiral Ram- 
say is president, has been holding daily sessions at the 
Navy Department during the past two weeks and ex- 
pects to be in readiness to submit its report in the near 
future. There has been some misunderstanding rela- 
tive to the intentions of the Navy Department in the 
matter of the sixteen destroyers. The Secretary of the 
Navy will not recommend to Congress that the con- 
tractors be reimbursed in whole or in part for their 
losses in building these craft, but will simply have in 
readiness, in case Congress calls for them the data show- 
ing just how much each builder lost, The various 
contractors interested appeared before the board this 
week and testified respecting their individual cases. 


The Army Uniform Board adjourned this week to 
meet again at the call of the President in order to allow 
sufficient time for the making of samples of new uni 
forms as suggested to the whole board by the three sub- 
committees. The board expects to complete its work 
and submit its report by the first of June. We outlined 
in the ARmy AND Navy JougNnat of March 22d some of 
the changes tentatively adopted by the board. The two 
principal objects of this important board are to make 
the dress uniform more exclusive and to increase the 
efficiency of the field uniform and equipment. A new and 
better sword is being considered by the board and will 
probably be recommended for adoption. Nothing of a 
definite nature has yet been decided upon. 











Gen. Leonard Wood has called to the attention of the 
War Department the propriety of making some definite 
arrangement for the raising of the old battleship Maine 
from the ooze and mud in which she lies imbedded in the 
harbor of Havana. In his letter to the Department op 
this subject General Wood states that there are senti- 
mental as well as practical reasons why this vessel 
should be raised. In the first place it is generally sup 
posed that the remains of forty or fifty American sailors 
lie within the sunken hulk and, secondly, the old wreck 
is a menace to navigation and, according to General 
Wood, it is the duty of this Government to get it out 
of the way. It is said that the expense would be in the 
neighborhood of $600,000. 








As illustrating the steady improvement in civil con- 
ditions in the Archipelago, it is worth while to quote 
the statement of the Governor of the province of La 
Union, Island of Luzon. He says that out of the popu- 
lation of 100,000 persons only twenty-two are confined 
in the municipal jails. Not a hostile shot has been 
fired in the Province in twenty-two months. Foreign- 
ers travel everywhere and meet with no molestation.

Upon the recommendation of General Chaffee, com- 
manding the Division of the Philippines, the Secretary of 
War has directed that the Engineer Battalion in that 
Division be recruited to its full war strength of 160 
men to a company. It is found necessary to increase the 
strength in order to meet the growing demands upon 
the force in the Archipelago. The Battalion is now un- 
der the command of Maior Clinton B. Sears and is doing 
excellent work.

A naval officer who recently went to the Philippines on 
un Army transport writes to a brother officer stationed 
in Washington: “I hear much said about the transport 
service. You would have a hard time accustoming your- 
self to the new ‘language of the sea’ as understood by the 
soldier. For instance ‘front and bacx-cellar of the ship’; 
‘board walk (spar deck);’ ‘roof garden (bridge),’ and ‘a 
room on the west side of the ship because it is the shady 
side’ are some of the few expressions in common use.”

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


H. R. 12804, making appropriations for the support of 
the Army for fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, was re- 
ported by Mr. Hull from the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs on March 20, and committed to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House on the State of the Union. 
It carries a total of $90,880,934, as against $101,905,940 
estimated by the War Department. The following are 
its items: 

Commanding General’s office, $3,000; contingencies of 
the Army, $75,000; A. G. Department, contingent ex- 
penses at headquarters of several departments, includ- 
ing staff corps thereat, and military information divi- 
sion, $6,640; U. 8S. Service schools, $25,000. Signal 
Corps, equipment, etc., connected with collecting and 
transmitting information, $410,000; connected with Coast 
Artillery, $259,200; unexpended balance of former ap- 
propriation of $450,500 for Service in Alaska is reap- 
propriated. 

Pay: Officers of the line, $500,000,000; for length of 
service, $1,065,420. Enlisted men, all grades, $11,500,- 
000 ; length of service, exclusive of Hospital Corps, $966,- 
492. Three Engineer battalions, $271,332; length of serv- 
ice, $21,264. Ordnance Department, $171,120; length of 
service, $35,880. Non-commissioned staff, unattached, 

183,600; length of service, $35,293. Signal Corps, 

231,960 ; length of service, $11,736. 

..Provided, “That hereafter, 2d-class privates of the 
Signal Corps shall be designated as privates, with the 
same pay and allowances as now allowed by law to 2d- 
class privates; and that 50 Ist-class sergeants may be 
temporarily added to the Signal Corps for service in the 
Philippine Islands and Alaska; such additional force, 
or part thereof, to be continued only as long as in 
opinion of the Secretary of War (or the President) it 
may be necessary for the efficiency of the Army.” 

Hospital corps, $945,948; length of service, $55,296. 
Clerks and messengers at Department and Army Head- 
quarters, in all, $273,160, said clerks and messengers 
to be employed and assigned by Secretary of War to 
offices and positions.

ployment and shall receive full pay and allowances of his 
grade from the date of his retirement until relieved by 
the President.”

Provided, “That, hereafter, there shall not be allowed 
or paid any increase of longevity pay to any officer retired 
from active service above the sum alloweu and paid to 
such officer at the date of retirement.”

In these last items for miscellaneous pay are included 
provisos, “That hereafter actual expenses only shall 
be paid to paymasters’ clerks and the expert accountant 
of the Inspector General’s Department, for sea travel 
when traveling on duty to, from, or between our island 
possessions”; and authorizing the Secretary of War to 
expend $400,000 or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, from the unexpended balance of the Emergency 
Fund appropriated in Act approved March 3, 1899, for 
the erection of the necessary buildings for the Army War 
College. 

Subsistence of the Army, in all, $11,000,000. 

Q. M. Department, regular supplies, $5,500,000. 

Provided, “That no part of the appropriations for the 
Quartermaster’s Department shall be expended on print- 
ing unless the same shall be done by contract after due 
notice and competition, except in such cases as the emer- 
gency will not admit of the giving notice of competition ; 
and in cases where it is impracticable to have the neces- 
sary printing done by contract the same may be done. 
with the approval of the Secretary of war, by the hire of

ness men which exceeds in amount $200 shall be re- 
ported for approval to the Secretary of War under such 
regulations as he may prescribe.”

Provided, “That the number of horses purchased un- 
der this appropriation, added to the number now on hand. 
shall be limited to the actual needs of the mounted 
service; and unless otherwise ordered by the Secretary 
of War, no part of this appropriation shall be paid out 
for horses not purchased by contract after competition 
duly invited by the Q. M. Dept., and an inspection by 
such department, and all under the direction and authority 
of the Secretary of War.”

LIFE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Brig. Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief S. O., U. S. A., de- 
livered an illustrated lecture on “The Philippines” be- 
fore the Pennsylvania Railroad Department of the 
Young Men‘s Christian Association on the evening of 
March 23, in the course of which he gave an exceedingly 
interesting account of Filipino manners and customs. 
He said in part: “The first thing the Americans learned 
when they landed in Manila was that war could not be 
earried on with the Filipinos without telegraphic com- 
munication. We succeeded throughout the entire war 
in establishing signal service that proved to be of the 
greatest benefit to the Army. 

“In Manila the churches and manv of the municipal 
buildings are fine. Outside of the metropolis they are 
utterly worthless. Wherever you go, even in the small 


est towns, there is a church and two schools, one for 
boys and one for girls. Out of the nine or ten million 
natives on the islands there are to-day enrolled on the 
church books 6,125,000. In the islands there are ninety 
different tribes, speaking almost as many 
different dialects and with as many different modes 
of living. Through the greater portion of the islands 
there are no roads and in some there is not a sem- 
blance of a road. Most of the travel is done by water 
or by foot. This greatly handicapped the American

troops and made telegraphic communications ? 

“In Manila many live in luxury, but in other 
parts of the islands living is vastly different. There 
is ‘no place outside of Manila where an American can 
go and live with his family and get proper food and 


clothing. 

“I have seen women at court and I have met them in 
a great many countries, but I have never seen a class 
of women who carry themselves with 2m dignity 
and bearing as the Filipino women do. is is not con- 
fined to the wealthy, but all classes are alike. In Ma- 
nila the wives and daughters of the wealthy merehants 
dress magnificenti:. 

“There are only two ways of governing these Wast- 
ern people. The first is by terrorizing and the second 
by justice. You must make them fear that you are 
stronger than they are and then treat them fairly in all 
matters. The Filipinos will not stand abuse.” 


FOR A NAVAL RESERVE. 


U. S. S. Vicksburg, Newchwang, China, Feb. 7, 1902. 
To the Editor of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Nov. 3 you published a letter from 
me in which I said: “In the event of war these gentle- 
men (all Naval Academy graduates in civil life) were 
to be given all the shore stations, and the same grade 
and relative standing they would have held if they had 
remained in the Navy.” 

A more ridiculous aud unjust scheme hardly could be 
devised; the mere statement of it should be enough to 
hold it up to the ridicule of thinking men; yet Mr.

NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Senor ve Buencamino, one of the original leaders 
of the so-called Filipino republic projected by Aguinaldo 
and now a member of the Philippine Civil Service 
Commission, has written a letter to the Secretary of 
War in which he says: “Permit me to offer you my 
congratulations for your policy over my people. In 
my people’s name I request that you send promptly here 
Governor Taft.” 

Lieut. Col. Frank D. Baldwin, 27th Inf., U. 8. 
A., who is operating in Cavite province island of Lu 
zon, against insurgents, who have been chased out of 
Batangas and Laguna, finds that they have established 
themselves in places which are exceedingly hard to 
reach, and he has therefore made a requisition. for two 
3-inch guns and a supply of shrapnel shells for use 
against them. 

Major. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U. 8S. A., Commanding 
Military Division of the Philippines, has sent one bat- 
talion of the 27th Infantry, one mountain battery, and 
four troops of the 11th Cavalry to Brig. Gen. George 
W. Davis, U. S. A., commanding at Zamboanga, is- 
land of Mindanao, in whose district a detachment of the 
Signal Corps, consisting of seventeen men, was at- 
tacked by 200 Moros, one of the Signal Corps men be- 
ing killed. General Davis will demand an apology for 
this attack from the Moro chief of the district in which 
the attack occurred, as well as the surrender of the 
Moros who fought the Signal Corps men. 

Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. S. A., commanding 
in Batangas province, Island of Luzon, reports the sur- 
render in Laguna the insurgent Colonel Caballos 
with sixty-five enlisted men and the same number of 
rifles. The surrgnder of Caballos is attributed to the 
influence of his former commanding officer General 
Cailles, who, since his surrender several months ago, 
has made constant efforts to induce his former follow- 
ers to submit to the American forces. Counting Caballos 
and his command Cailles has persuaded six offi- 
cers and 248 men to surrender. With the surrender of 
Caballos the pacification of Laguna province is regarded 
as complete. 

Lieut. John F. McCarthy, 19th Inf., U. S. A., re 
cently discovered several guns in the island of Cebu, 
where they had been hidden by the insurgent General 
Maxilom, who surrendered last October. discov- 
ery led to the arrest of the General and his brother, 
who were imprisoned on a launch. They made a des- 
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perate attempt to escape. General Maxilom’s brother 
stabbed the pilot before he was killed, while the Gen- 
eral leaped overboard, but was recaptured. 

\ curious illustration of Filipino methods appears in 
a circular recently issued by .several ins nt leaders in 
atangas province, island of Luzon, to offset the favor- 
able impression made upon captive rebels by the treat- 
ment they receive at American military hospitals in the 
islands. he cireular states that these hospitals were 
established for the purpose of coercing the sick there for 
treatment, and that these sick died very soon. In other 
words, that the Americans in this way “meant to kill off 
all their enemies.” Another circular calls attention to 
the fact that the Americans now have a chaplain with 
each regiment. This is necessary, so the circular says, 
because the previous number of chaplains was insufficient 
to administer to the Americans killed in battle and dying 
in hospitals of disease. 

Capt. Frank E. Bamford, 28th Inf., U. 8S. A., has cap- 
tured in Batangas province, island of Luzon, the insur- 
vent General Noriel together with one major, one cap- 
iin, one lieutenant and five enlisted men who were try 
o escape to the coast. Captain Bamford believes 
that one of the five wearing the uniform of enlisted men 
j; (;cneral Malvar, commander in chief of the insurgent 

s, in disguise. If this is not the fact, Captain Bam- 
ford is confident that Malvar is in the immediate neigh- 
rhood and will soon be captured. General Noriel has 
one of the foremost leaders of the insurrection for 
! than two years, but he says the war is at an end 
and that the few commanders still in the field have taken 
‘o flight ‘largely because they do not command men 
-h to warrant surrenders commensurate with their 
renk. KEven if Malvar is still uncaught, ne is the only 
insurgent general left in the field and as he is concededly, 
fré the American standpoint, the ablest soldier the 
reb ls have produced, he must realize that his cause is 
uttcrly hopeless. 

\ianila is experiencing an outbreak cf Asiatic cholera 
which the authorities are hopeful of suppressing before 
it »(tains serious proportions. Up to noon of March 26 

e had been 49 cases and 39 deaths in the city and 
suburbs. Only one white person, a Spaniard, has been 

ked. Major General Adna R. Chaffee, U. 8. A., 
Commanding Military Division of the Philippines, has 
detviled all available Army surgeons to co-operate with 
the health authorities of Manila in fighting the disease. 


PROMOTIONS BY TRANSFER. 
rhe following is an extract from an interesting ly- 
n essay, delivered by an Infantry officer: 
I, our Army, promotion in the staff has always been 
h more rapid than in the line. Fortunate, indeed 
| been the men who have received appointments 
his most favored branch of.the Army. Such men 
have become captains while their classmates or asso- 
s, who entered the service at the same time were 
enants, and majors or lieutenant colonels, while their 


contemporaries were captains. 

Their good fortune has not created jealousy or dis- 
satisfaction, although it would not be conceded that 
their serviees have been more meritorious than that

ptain therein, from a 1st lieutenant of Infantry,, in 
isv8. Such transfer would result in this officer be- 
ming a major, without having been a captain of In- 
fantry. It would result in his passing above 142 cap- 
tains of Infantry who are his seniors in years and 
length of service, and who were his seniors in rank 
when he was formerly in the line. It would result in 
icing, in the list of infantry majors a man younger

in who is older and who, by due course of law 

ould give them all a file or step in advancement, dur- 
gz their active career. Many of the captains thus 
scriminated against have served faithfully and 

eritoriously in Cuba, the Philippines and China. A

If this case becomes established as a precedent, and 
ther officers now of the staff, but formerly of the line, 

‘e transferred back to their original branches of the 

rvice, more startling results will ensue. There is one 

aff officer, formerly of the infantry, who if trans- 
rred back with his present rank, would jump a few 
eutenant-colonels, all the majors, and nearly one-half 
the list of captains of infantry, who were formerly 

s superiors. There are others in the staff, formerly of 
the artillery and cavalry, who by transfer back, would 
e advanced over their former seniors, with the same 
xtraordinary results. 

I challenge all transfers from the staff to the line, 
rst, on the ground of illegality. There is no law for 
uch transfers. A specific law has been enacted, au- 
horizing transfers from the line to the staff. If such 
iw was deemed necessary, it may well be questioned, 
n the absence of anv law for the reverse movement, 

hether such a transfer is legal. Moreover, the spirit 

nd letter of the provisions of the act of Oct. 1, 1890, 
s violated. This act requires that promotion “through- 
vat each arm, corps or department shall be made ac- 
ording to seniority in the next lower grade.” By such 
louble movements, promotion is secured by some offi- 
‘ers in an arm of the service. not bv seniority, but by 
—— over a hundred or perhaps two hundred of his 
R. challenge such transfers again on the ground that 
hey are inimical to the interests of the service. If 
the officer who thus acquires such marked advancement 
‘as performed some especially meritorious act, one that 
stands out conspicuously and preeminently over any

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Pons are superceded, that an injustice has not been done 
em. 

If it is said that such a transfer back to the first 
state is in the interests of the service, because of the 
officer’s special aptitude for line work, it cam be an- 
swered that his first transfer to the staff was made pre- 
sumably because of his superior ability for staff work, 
and that, in consequence, at one of these periods of 
transfer, a mistake was made and careful deliberation 
ought to be given to determine at which one the error 
occurred. 

The act of Aug. 3, 1861, provides that when “any 
officer in the line of promotion is retired * * * the 
next officer in rank shall be promoted to the place ac- 
cording to the established rules of the service.” Is it 
legal, in view of this law, to transfer from one arm 
of the service to another, an officer who is about to be 
retired? Is it not a violation of this act? 

Suppose, for example, an officer has served all his 
active career in the artillery. He has been examined 
and recommended for retirement. Does not the file to 
be created by his prospective retirement belone to the 
artillery, “according to the established rules of the ser- 
vice?” Would his transfer to the infantry, a few days 
previous to his retirement, be in accordance with the 
spirit of the law? 

In concluson, I contend that the best interests of 
the service is subserved by the system of promotion by 
seniority throughout all grades from Second s.eutenant 
to Lieutenant-General, subject to proper examinations. 
I appeal for permanent boards of experts to conduct 
examinations for entrance and promotion, for examina- 
tions physically, theoretically and practically, that shall 
secure specific tests, and unlimited in exaction, and, 
finally, for the strict interpretation of every law and 
regulaton, to the end that exact justice shall be ac- 
corded to all. Justice and fairness are the essential 
attributes of all American institutions. 
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THE MILITIA BILL. 


Representative Dick for the House Committee on 
Militia has submitted to the House with amendments 
and a report the bill, H. R. 11654, to promote the effi- 
ciency of the militia. In his report he says: “From 
the very first there has been entire unanimity of feeling 
in the desire to prepare a bill which would be acceptable 
to all interests involved. With this spirit animating 
every member of the committee, there was no difficulty 
in harmonizing differences of opinion.” 

The bill, in the final form in which it is presented, has 
the aproval of the Secretary of War, the support of the 
organized militia of the country, and its provisions, 
so far_as then agreed upon, were approved by the Inter- 
state National Guard Association. It is the unanimous 
report of the Committee on Militia. Secretary Root in 
a letter approving the bill says: “I have examined the 
measure with great care, and approve the wise and pa- 
triotic endeavors of the committee to frame an enact- 
ment which seems to me well calculated to acomplish the 
purpose set forth in its title. I venture to express the 
hope that the carefully prepared clauses of the bill, which 
provide for a larger measure of co-operation on the part 
of the War Department than has hitherto been regarded 
as practicable, will operate to bring about that close and 
intimate contact between the several branches of the 
constitutional military establishment which is so neces- 
sary to their mutual and harmonious development.” 

In his report, Representative Dick calls attention to 
the fact that for oyer one hundred years Congress has 
made no adequate Rrovision for organizing, arming, and 
discliplining the militia, and the matter has been left en- 
tirely in the hands of the States and Territories, in spite 
of the Constitutional provision giving Congress authority 
in_the matter. 

‘he Presidents of the United States, from Washington 
down to the present time, have recognized the inadequacy 
and inefficency of legislation on the subject of the militia, 
and have repeatedly recommended the repeal of the old 
law and the substitution of something practical. 

A list of historical extracts showing the many instances 
where hostilities began without declaration of war, prove 
the necessity of a wise people being prepared for any 
emergency. “While at present,” this report says, “there 
may be no probability of any foreign power waging war 
against the United States, vet, as an intelligent nation, 
we should not in our repose of security lose sight of the 
possibilities of such an event. Great Britain, if unin- 
terrupted, could place within forty days an army of 1V0,- 
061! mer in the midst of the greatest wheat-producing 
section of our country. We can have millions if we «an 
spare the time to raise, equip, drill, and discipline volun- 
teers, but time is exactly the element which the wary 
enemy will not allow us, and therefore our only safe- 
guard lies in a militia which can give us an effective 
“first line” of 100,000 men in forty-eight hours. It is not 
reasonable to suppose that for this short notice we can 
obtain more than 75 per cent. of the paper force: and, 
therefore, while our militia should be 200,000 men, it 
is absolutely unsafe for it to be less than 150,000.” 

The bill is amended so as to divide the militia into 
three classes; the National Guard, the National Reserve, 
and the Reserve. Section 16 is amended so as to re- 
quire the recommendation of the Governor to enable an 
officer of the organized militia to attend an Army 
school, and to give him commutation of subsistence, at 
the rate of $1 per day. instead of subsistence. The 
National Volunteer Reserve is defined to be the reserve 
force of 100,000 men provided for by Section 24. which 
section is amended to conform to this new classification, 
and to provide for the discharge of members of the 
National Volunteer Reserve after nine months’ war ser- 
vice: and to limit their service in each year to ten days 
except in ease of war. There are a few other changes 
in the bill that are merely verbal or unimportant. 
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TO IMPROVE THE POST EXCHANGE. 


Mr. Hansbrough presented to the Senate on March 
24 a series of letters, press extracts, resolutions, etec., 
concerning the improvement of the Army post exchange, 
which have been printed as Document No. 267. They 
show the favor with which proposals for such improve- 
ments have been received, and the hearty approval of 
them expressed by both friends and opponents of the so- 
called “canteen.” The Rev. BE. @ Dinwiddie of the Anti 
Saloon League is quoted as: belieying “from a knowledge 
of the general feeling along this line over the entire 
country,” that appropriations having this object in view, 
will be universally commended. 

It is proposed that sections for improving the post ex- 
change be added to the appropriation biu, either under 
the Quartermaster’s Department by an ap tion of 
one million dollars for the construction mainten-

General O. O. Howard in a letter quoted in the docu- 
ment says that there seems to be eae of the wis- 
dom of affording soldiers a comfortable place for social 
enjoyment, and that it seems wise the Government should 
bear the expense. i. h Wheeler, in another let- 
ter, does not think it possible for the Government to 
spend a million dollars more judiciously. Mitchell Post, 
No. 45, G. A. R., resolutions commending this 
proposition as being in the interest of morality, con- 
tentment, and increased efficiency of the soldier, giving 
the men the privileges and extra comforts hitherto fur- 
nished by the profits of the canteen “without compelling 
them to become beer drinkers and beer sellers in order 
to secure them.” The Christian Advocate (Methodist 
Episcopal) is quoted as saying: “The Army has been 
taught to expect certain extras to relieve the monotony of 
the regular ration and to maintain post libraries, gym- 
nasiums, games of various sorts, etc., but has been com- 
pelled to seek profits from the beer canteen to secure 
them. Give the post exchange as a temperance institu- 
tion a fair chance with the people’s money.” The edi- 
torial from the Outlook is given, in which it comments 
on Gen. A. 8S. Daggett’s letter to the Akmy AND NAVY 
JOURNAL, in which he suggested as substitutes for the can- 
teen ample reading rooms, gymnasiums, and facilities for 
all proper kinds of manly sports; and the letter of Capt. 
E. C. Brooks to the New York Evening Post is cited, 
in which he considers it a misfortune that at present in 
every post the exchange is the eyesore of the post. 


A NEW AUTOMATIC ARM. 

M. Branger, writing in Armée et Marine, our French 
contemporary, speaks in strong commendation of the 
new automatic rifle and carbine, invented by Colonel 
Mondragon, military attaché of Mexico in France. A 
private test of these weapons was made recently at the 
Hotchkiss shops at Saint-Denis, at which only the 
military attachés and notabilities of different powers 
represented at Paris were present—among them our 
own representative, Capt. T. Bentley Mott, U. 8. A, 
Owing to the confidential nature of the trial, M. Bran- 
ger cannot, he says, enter into details, but the tests 
were entirely successful and without doubt these new 
firearms leave far behind all models hitherto tested. 

The rifle is of the type employing gas expansion to 
operate its mechanism, and can be readily transformed 
into an ordinary repeating rifle if its automatic mech- 
anism becomes disarranged or if it is desired to econo- 
mize ammunition. Both rifle and carbine are of seven 
milimeters caliber, taking the Spanish model Mauser 
cartridge, with an initial velocity of 680 meters and a 
maximum pressure of 3,000 kilograms per square cen- 
timeter. The mechanism is in two independent parts, 
one operating the weapon as an ordinary repeating arm, 
the other operating it.as an automatic arm of which 
the fire can be controlled at will. This second mechan- 
ism is attached below the barrel, and contains the gas 
chamber which communicates with the interior of the 
barrel by an orifice near the muzzle. The breech of 
the weapon is original in form and unlike that of any 
in use, 

The weapon is charged with six cartridges at a time, 
held in double row in a clip, and can be readily operated 
with accuracy, it is stated, at the rate of about sixty 
shots a minute. The movement of a small lever near 
the muzzle instantly transforms the weapon into an 
ordinary repeating arm, capable of being operated at 
the rate of from 20 to 25. shots a minute. Mxteriorly 
the weapon resembles weapons already in use. Its 
weight is 4.1 kilograms, which is to be reduced to 3.9 
kilograms by a modification soon to be made in the 
breech mechanism. 

Aside from certain points inherent in all automatic 
arms, such as the forcible ejection of a shower of cart- 
ridge cases, which might considerably disturb the arm 
of a firing squadron, it is stated that the new weapon 
is a marvel of construction, rapidity, accuracy and 
solidity, and does honor to its inventor. :

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OUR WITHDRAWAL FROM CUBA. 


In addition to the order issued by the Secretary of 
War, which we publish elsewhere, providing for the 
withdrawal of the United States troops from Cuba, the 
Secretary has transmitted a letter to Brig. Gen. Wood, 
U. 8. A., Military Governor of Cuba, containing full 
instructions for the transfer of the public property, pub- 
lic funds and administrative machinery to the officials 
of the Cuban Republic on May 20. Dhurections are also 
given to General Wood to make arrangements for the 
inauguration of Senor Palma, Cuban President-eiect, 
to convene the Cuban Congress in joint session on some 
date before May 20, and to appoint representatives 
jointly with President Palma to count and certify the 
eash and cash balances and securities to be transferred 
to the new government. In addition to these measures, 
President Roosevelt has sent a special message to Con- 
gress urging the prompt enactment of legislation to pro- 
vide for diplomatic and consular representatives of the 
United States in Cuba and such other measures as shall 
stimulate commerce between the two wations. The 
President’s specific recommendations are for an Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipgfentiary to Cuba 
with a salary of $10,000, two Secretaries of Legation, 
one with a salary of $2,000, the other with a salary of 
$1,500; a Consul General at Havana with a salary of 
$5,000 and Consuls at Cienfuegos and Santiago, each 
with a salary of $3,000.

The Comptroller of the Treasury has held, in a case 
submitted by Commander Seaton Schroeder of the Navy, 
pertaining to commutation of marine officers temporarily 
absent from their permanent stations, that whenever an 
officer leaves a station and ceases to be attached thereto 
for duty purposes, his right to quarters or commutation of 
quarters ceases at that particular station. But, he con- 
tinues, it is not every absence that detaches an officer 
from the station where he is serving, and officers absent 
on temporary duty still retain their right to the quarters 
formerly occupied by them at their permanent stations, or 
if not provided with quarters in kind and otherwise enti- 
tled, they retain their right to the commutation allowed by 
law in all such cases.

: RUSSIA IN MANCHURIA. 

In response to demands made by China since the an- 
nouncement of the Anglo-Japanese alliance and the pro- 
test of the United States against the granting of ex- 
clusive privileges to any foreign nation in any part of 
the Chinese empire, Russia now agrees to withdraw from 
Manchuria within ‘eighteen months. Her policy in 
Manchuria has been such, however, that the sincerity of 
this mise will be regarded on both sides of the Atian: 
tie with more than a s dow of doubt. The fact is that

occupation. Russia has rapidly strengthened her hold 
on enchuris and is now exercising the authority of 
sovereignty to the exclusion of nese officials and 
soldiers. Russia’s with respect to Manchuria 
are clearly disc in the treaty which she negotiated 
last r and which, if Li Hung Chang had lived, 
would probably have been accepted by the Chinese gov- 
ernment under the re of his crafty diplomacy. is 
treaty stipulated that all railways in Russia should be 
built by Russia alone and that no other nation should 
be permitted to hold railway privileges in those prov- 
inces; it further provided that all mines and mining 
privileges in Manchuria should be given to Russia alone 
and that China should not allow any other nation to 
exploit said provinces, and it finally stipulated that no 
Chinese troops except such as ‘had n drilled by Rus- 
sians alone should be ——— to garrison Manchuria, 
and that troops that had not been drilled in western 
fashion and troops that had been drilled and disciplined 
by other foreign nationalities should not be stationed in 
any part of Mancnuria. . 

The adoption of this treaty would have given Russia 
absolute control of the Manchurian provinces and their 
vast material resources. But having failed to acquire it 
by diplomatic processes, she is eviedently resolved to ob- 
tain tt by stra and, if necessary, to hold it by force. 
She is in possession of the — already, and unless 
the signs are misleading, she will find a pretext for re- 
maining in possession.

By direction of the Secretary of War, the following 
rules and regulations regarding the official relations of 
the contract dental surgeons authorized by the act of 
Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, as published in Genera! 
Orders, No. 9, Feb. 6, 1901, from this office, and their en- 
listed assistants, to the medical department at military 
posts where dental surgeons may be serving, dre pub- 
lished to the Army for the information and guidance of 
all concerned: 

1. Contract dental surgeons have no official relation to 
the surgeon of the post, neither have their enlisted as- 
sistants detailed under the provisions of paragraph 
1581 of the Regulations, except that they may occa- 
sionally be attached to the Hospital Corps detachment 
for rations and quarters. 

2. Contract dental surgeons and their enlisted assist- 
ants will be mustered on a muster roll which the con. 
tract dental surgeon will sign. 

3. Should it for any reason be necessary to recommend 
the excuse from duty of an officer or enlisted man on 
account of dental disease, the contract dental surgeon 
will report the case to the surgeon of the post, who will 
take it up on his register of sick and wounded, but in 
other cases no report of dental operations will be made 
except by the contract dental surgeon. . ;

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS: 
G. O. 28, MARCH 17, H. Q. A. A. G. O. 

1. By direction of the Secretary of War, paragraphs 
183, 309, 696, 715, 729, 772, and 940 of the Regulations are 
amended to read as follows: 

183. Enlisted men detailed by name on extra duty 
and employed, under competent authority, at constant 
labor for not less than ten days, are entitled, in time 
of peace, to receive extra duty pay at the following 
rates: For services as mechanics, artisans, and school 
teachers, 50 cents per day; as bakers, according to para- 
graph 337; as overseers, clerks, teamsters, laborers, and 
for all other extra-duty services, 35 cents per day. En- 
listed men receiving or who are entitled to the 20 per 
cent increased pay for service beyond the limits of the 
States comprising the Union and Territories of the Unit- 
ed States contiguous thereto, are not entitled to the ex- 
tra-duty pay. : 

309. Articles of public property issued to a company 
for its exclusive use will when practicable be marked 
with the letter or number of the company and number 
and arm of the regiment. Such articles issued to an 
enlisted man (arms and clothing excepted) wilf as far 
as practicable be marked with the number of the man, 
letter or number of the company, and number, of the 
regimerit. Haversacks and blanket b will be uni- 
formly marked on the outside as follows: Cavalry, 
crossed sabers; infantry, crossed rifies with letter of 
company above and number of regiment below the in- 


. tersection; artillery, crossed cannons with the number 


of the company or battery at the intersection of the 
cannons; the special corps of the Army according to 
their respective devices.. The design will be stenciled 
in black, the device five inches long, and letters and 
numbers in fullfaced characters one inch high. The 
design will be placed above the letters “U. S.” on 
equipments, and the number of the soldier, in charact- 
ers one inch high, will be placed at the bottom near 
the lower edge of the blanket bag. The canteen will be 
marked in the manner prescribed for haversacks, ex- 
cept that the marking will be placed on the face not oc- 
cupied by the “U. 8.” 

696. Moneys received for stores, materials, or supplies 
(except subsistence stores) sold to officers or enlisted 
men, to exploring or surveying expeditions authorized 
by law, or to a State or Territory for the use of its 
national guard or militia (section 3, act of Feb. %, 
1897) will be deposited to the credit of the Treasurer of 
the United States, and respectively revert to the ap- 
propriations out of which originally expended. Proceeds 
of sales of useless ordnance material and the cost of 
ordnance issued or sold to the several States are ex- 
pended under conditions prescribed by law. Proceeds of 
sales of subsistence supplies are immediately available 
for the purchase of fresh supplies. 

715. Every voucher in support of a payment for sup- 
plies or for services, whether it be made pursuant to a 
formally prepared contract, an accepted bid, or a pur- 
chase without advertising will be made out in favor of 
the creditor, giving his address, and must state (if for 
supplies furnished) the date of the purchase, the quan- 
tity and price of each article, and the amount; or (if 
for services) the character of the services, the date or 
dates on which rendered, and the amount. Where a 
purchase under an accepted bid after public notice is 
made the voucher, besides being subject to the fore- 
going requirements, will be accompanied by a copy of 
the public notice, the accepted bid, and a copy of the 
letter accepting the bid, and must contain a certificate 
that the award was made to the lowest responsible bid- 
der for the best and most suitable articles, and that 
the needs of the service required the purchase to be 
made in the manner indicated by the public notice. 
Where papers relating to two or more vouchers are re- 
quired to accompany accounts they must be filed with 
the first voucher paid and reference thereto made on the 
other vouchers. A voucher for services by the day or 
month must state the nature of the service, the in- 
clusive dates of service, the time for which payment 
is made, the rate of pay, and the amount, and the re- 
ceipt of a creditor to a voucher for supplies furnished 
or services rendered must contain the words “which I 
certify to be correct.’ 

All vouchers when practicable will be rendered in the 
English language, but if rendered in a foreign language 
a translation of the same must accompany the voucher. 

‘ en a signature is not written by the hand of 
the party it must be witnessed by a disinterested party, 
a commissioned officer when practicable. 

772. When public property has been lost or stolen and 
the officer responsible therefor has failed to get pos- 
session of it by the ordinary means the post command 

er may authorize the quartermaster to offer a reward 
for its recovery, such reward not to exceed one-fifth of 
the value of the property lost or stolen and in no case 
shall it exceed $50. If the property has been stolen the 
reward shall include such information as the claimant 
possesses in regard to the larceny and recovery of the 
property as may lead to a conviction of the guilty 
party. 

940. The recruiting officer will be present at the phy- 
sical examination of the recruit by the surgeon. In 
the absence of a commissioned medical officer or con- 
tract surgeon recruiting officers will, whenever practic- 
able, employ a civilian physician to make the physical 
examination preceding enlistment (see paragraph 1662). 
A recruiting officer who employs a civilian physician

An ap- 
plicant will not be recommended by his commanding 
officer unless he has at least one year to serve, or has 
signified his intention to reenlist, and has sought for a 
year or more to become practically familiar with one 
or more classes of electrical machinery, or with some 
portion of elementary literature on electricity, and sat- 
isfies his immediate commander that he poensedia suffi- 
cient capacity to successfully pursue a practical course 
of instruction in electricity. On the receipt of his ap- 
plication, if op é approved, the commanding officer of 
the school will have a set of examination papers sent 
the commanding officer of the station at which the ap- 
plicant may be, which after their completion will be 
returned direct. These questions shall be prepared un- 
der the direction of the school boaf@ and shall be of 
such scope as to develop the applicant’s probable fit- 
ness to undergo that preliminary training necessary to 
qualify him for appointment as electrician sergeant.

COURT MARTIAL OF OFFICER.

Publishes the proceedings of a general Court-Martial 
at Malabon, Rizal Province, Luzon, P. L, of Which 
Lieut. Col. C. A. P. Hatfield, 5th Cav., was president, and 
“d Lieut. Robert I. Rees, 3d Inf., was judge advocate, 
for = trial of Ist Lieut. James H. Aldrich, Philippine 
Scouts. 

Charge.—“‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentie- 
man, in violation of the 6lst Article of War.” 

Four specifications allege that Lieut. Aldrich falsi- 
fied his company accounts at Macabebe about Nov. 16, 
at Lipa Batangas about Oct. 19, at Manila about Nov. 
10, and at Calamba Batanzas, about Novy. 9, 1901. It was 
also alleged that while clad in the uniform of his 
grade, he lived in open adultery with a native woman 
commonly called ‘Doran,’ to the scandal and disgrace 
of the military service of the United States. This at 
Lipa, Batangas, on or about Oct. 19, 1901, and at Maca- 
bebe, Pampanga, on or about Noy. 13, 1901, and at 
Caloocan, Rizal, on or about Sept. 28, 1901. 

The court found the accused guilty, and sentenced 
him “To be dismissed from the service of the United 
States.”

e only really efficient way in which to contro! 
diseases due to immorality is to dimimsh the vice which 
is the cause of these diseases. Excessive indulgence in 
strong drink is absolutely certain to ruin anv man, 
physically and morally; while disease due to licentious- 
ness produces effects which are quite as destructive and 
even more loathsome. 

It is the duty of regimental and particularly 
pany officers to t yY precept and example 
out to the men under their control, and partic y to 
the younger men, the inevitable misery and 
which follow upon intemperance and upon moral un- 
cleanliness and vicious living. The officers should of 
course remember always that the effect of what they 
say must largely Gopene upon the lives they themselves 
lead. It is in the highest degree necessary each 
officer should be an example to his men in the way of 
temperate and cleanly living. He should point out, 
using the utmost tact, discretion, and e to 
the men that venereal disease is almost sure to follow 
licentious living; that it is never a trivial affair, and 
that it is criminal folly to believe that sexual] indul- 
gence is necessary to health. Pxperience shows that in 
a majority of cases venereal diseases are confined to a 
oy ay nd narrow circle of men who are admitted 
to Army hospitals again and again. These men al- 
ways seriously impair their own efficiency as soldiers 
and sometimes utterly destroy it, and they throw 
their self-respecti comrades the burden of perforating 
all of the duties which they have unfitted themselves to 

rform. The officers should strive to teach their men 
self control, to show them that morality and 
in the life of a soldier, as in civil life, go hand 
Idleness during the hours when there are no military 
duties to perform and the lack of healthful amusement 
and occupation are provocative of debauchery. cers 
should do all in their power to encourage healt ex- 
ercises and physical recreation as well as to supply op- 
portunities for cleanly social and interesting mental ou- 
cupation among the men. The young men in 
many of whom have been but recently taken a 
the restraints and influences of home, should en- 
couraged to look to their superiors, both commissioned 
and non-commissioned officers, and especially to the 
company, troop, or batte officers for leadership and 
support amid the temptations around them. Every ef- 
fort should be made to promote throughout the Army a 
cleanly and moral tone in word no less than fn deed.

President Roosevelt's favorable action on. the applica- 
tion of Capt. Joseph B. Coghlan, U. 8. N., for a remis 
sion of the penalty imposed upon him by a court martial 
several years ago while he was serving in a junior grade, 
will be very generally approved. On conviction of having 
sent an ill-advised letter to an employe of the Navy 
Department, Captain Coghlan was sentenced to : 
pension from duty with loss of numbers during that 
period. In recognition of his gallant services as com- 
mander of the U. 8. S. Raleigh in the battle of Manila 
Bay he was advanced five numbers, thus regaining that 
many of the eleven he had lost by suspension. After a 
personal hearing of his case the President has now de- 
cided to restore to Captain Coghlan the numbers he had 
lost, making him the senior captain, and thus displacing 
Capt. James H. Sands, who is a member of the Retiring 
Board. Happily, however, this arrangement will in- 
volve no hardship for Captain Sands, inasmuch as Cap- 
tain Coghlan, being advanced for war service, will by 
law become an additional number in the grade of Rear 
Admiral and as such will not fill a vacancy. Consequent- 
ly Captain Sands is still eligible for the next vacancy 
that occurs. With the retirement of Rear Admiral 
Norman H. Farquhar on April 11, Captain Coghlan 
will be promoted to the grade of Rear Admiral, and 
Captain Sands on the retirement of Rear Admiral Far- 
quhar. It is a queer circumstance that in order to ex- 
tend this proper consideration to Captain Coghlan the 
President will have to direct the issue of a formal par- 
don to him through the Department of Justice. The

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THE ARMY -AND CONGRESS. 


There has been a persistent rumor this wéek to the ef- 
fect that it was not the intention of the Secretary of War 
further to press action upon his bill to inerease the effi- 
ciency of the Army. We are officially authorized to an- 
nounce that there is not the slightest foundation for this 
report, but, on the contrary, that every possible means 
will be taken by the Administration (for the bill is an 
Administration measure) to not only have the bill favora- 
bly reported by. the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, but to have it pass both houses of Congress this 
session. 

We learn that war has been declared by the Secretary 
and that he will bring to bear all his energy and influenge 
to obtain the passage of the bill. He will probably re- 
quest another hearing for himself by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, and prominent officers of the 
Army, known to be favorable to the measyre, will be 
asked to give testimony. It is claimed by the advocates of 
the measure that the bill, if it became a law, would 
greatly increase the power and influence of the Lieutenant 
General, and would not, as General Miles seems to think, 
curtail it in any manner. It seems to us that General 
Miles and the members of the Senate Committee are 
unduly alarmed in their fear that the bill would allow 
the President and the Secretary to promote juniors over 
the heads of their seniors. It does not apear to us that 
the bill would give either the President or the Secretary 
any more power in this regard than they already have. 

There is not the slightest doubt but that the bill has 
many friends among military men who appreciate the 
fact that conditions have greatly changed since the uays 
of the Civil War, and that the results of the wars of the 
future are likely to depend largely upon the prior state 
of preparedness: of the nations involved, and that the 
Power which has been the most far-seeing will have an 
incalculable advantage over an opponent which has al- 
lowed itself to drift. The wars of the future between 
large recognized Powers of the world will probablv be 
short and decisive. The one which gets in the first. sharp 
blow will have an untold advantage. To these facts the 
adherents of the bill now before Congress point as argu- 
ments favorable to the creation of a general staff which 
will, in a measure, curtail the duties now performed by 
the Adjutant General’s Office and which will be presided 
over by the Lieutenant-General Commanding the Army. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has not con- 
sidered in any manner during the current week the Sec- 
retary’s bill. Its status is now one of suspended ani-

mation. 
What the Secretary intends to do he is not making 
public, but that he still feels very hopeful of con- 


vincing the Committee of the necessity of the legislation 
he is advocating we are assured. Meanwhile we devote a 
large amount of space to the statement of General Miles 
before the Military Committee, which contains an inter- 
esting historical review of the relations of the senior offi- 
cer of the Army to the War Department. In telling us so 
plainly what he thinks ought not to be done, General 
Miles imposes upon himself the responsibility of saying 
in plain terms what should be done. He has said nothing 
to indicate that he is satisfied with the present position of 
our staff corps in their relation to headquarters. What 
change can he suggest which accords with all the require- 
ments of a difficult situation which includes the problem 
of adapting a civilian Commander-in-Chief with his civil- 
ian Secretary of War to the requirements of a military 
organization, and of so limiting and controlling military 
expenditures as to keep them within the requirements of 
a never too liberal Congress, and a Treasury Department 
always exacting in its interpretation of laws imposing 
pecuniary responsibility? “La critique est facile; l’action 
est difficile.” 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs at its meet- 
ing on March 27; appointed next Thursday for the final 
consideration and disposition of the question of the nomi- 
nations of General Wm. Crozier, to be Chief of Ord- 
nance ; General Davis, to be Judge Advocate General, and 
of General Gillespie, to be Chief of Engineers. An agree- 
ment was reached by the committee to settle these nomi- 
nations upon that day. We. have made a very careful 
canvass of the committee and are able to announce that 
nine members are in favor and two opposed to favorably 
reporting the nomination of General Crozier. This, of 
course, means that his nomination will be confirmed, as 
no opposition is looked for on the floor of the Senate. As 
far as we can learn there is practically no opposition to 
the other two nominations. The Committee at the meet- 
ing of this week informally considered the brevet nomi- 
nations recently sent to the Senate. Senator Cockrell re- 
quested that approval of these nominations be withheld by 
the Committee for the present, and that a letter be writ- 
ten to the Secretary of War requesting his construction of 
the law under which Army brevets are given. No doubt 
is expressed at the War Department by either the Secre- 
tary or the legal officers there that the law may be s° 
eonstrued as to warrant the giving of brevets.

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THE ALASKO-CANADIAN BOUNDARY. 

Among the contents of the Journal of the Franklin 
Institute for. March is the text of a paper entitled “The 
which the author, Mr. 
Thomas Willing Balch, submitted at the annual meeting 
of the Institute on January 15, 1902. This paper is of 
value for the reason that it-presents a terse but compre- 
hensive summary of the history of the prolonged contro- 


‘versy over the Alaskan ‘boundary question, including re- 


productions of important maps of the disputed territory. 
Mr. Balch points ont that not until the meeting of the 
Anglo-American Joint High Commission at Quebec in 
1898 was any exception taken by Great Britain to the 
interpretation openly placed by the United States and 
tussia upon the Russo-American Treaty of 1824, and 
upon the cession of 1867 whereby the United States 
acquired a strip of territory on the mainland extending 
from Portland Channel to Mount St. Elias on the North, 
which virtually excluded Great Britain from access to 
the sea above the point of 54 degrees and 40 minutes 
north latitude. But on the contention that those two 
agreements had been misconstrued, the British commis- 
sioners set up the claim that the upper part of nearly 


_ all the bays and estuaries between the Portland Channel 


and Mount St. Elias belonged to Great Britain, and after 
many sessions the Joint High Commission adjourned 
withott having reached any agreement on the points in 
dispute.. Mr. Balch flouts the Britisn view, and makes 
out a case for the United States which appears to be 
unassailable. He holds, however, that the Canadian 
proposal to submit the whole matter to third parties for 
arbitration is absurd, and that the United States should 
never consent to such an arrangement. He points out 
that if that plan were adopted and a decision were given 
against Canada she would be no worse off than she has 
been ever since 1825, while any concession in her favor 
would be a clear gain for her. On the other hand, the 
United States cannot possibly obtain more than she now 
has, namely that which she purchased in 1867 from Rus- 
sia, to all of whose rights she succeeded. The acquisition 
by Canada, he continues, of a single port like Pyramid 
Harbor or Dyea, on the Lynn Canal, would greatly impair 
the present and future value of the Alaskan coast line to 
the United States. The title of the United States to its 
Alaskan holdings was acquired from Russia, whose rights 
thereto were unchallenged for more than half a century, 
and it is supported by the undisputed possession and oc- 
cupancy of the American Government from the purchase 
in 1867 down to 1898. For Great Britain to demand that 
this title shall be submitted to outsiders for arbitration 
is as absurd as if the United States should claim the Isle 
of Wight and then ask England to refer the matter to 
Germany, France and Russia for arbitration. Mr. Balch 
maintains that the way to settle disputes as to the loca- 
tion of boundary lines is by mutual surveys, but as for 
arbitration, he says—never!

STUPIDITY OF BRITISH OFFICIALS. 


It is evident from the report of the Parliamentary 
Committee on Army Remounts that the purchase of 
horses for the British cavalry in- South Africa has been 
characterized by colossal stupidity if not by actual cor- 
ruption. It appears that the War Office has failed for 
years to keep in touch with the Hungarian market, to 
which it looked for horses to make up deficiences in the 
home supply, the result being that when the need arose 
it was tricked into buying inferior animals at exorbitant 
prices, and the strangest fact in the whole affair is that 
cavalry officers, whose business it is to know the desir- 
able qualities of horses required for army purposes, were 
not consulted about these purchases, but were quietly 
ignored from first to last. 

A single instance of the manner in which these pur- 
chases were made is worth noting: A contractor agreed 
to supply a large number of horses at about $156 per 
head. He sold the contract at a profit of $35,000. The 
buyer of the contract then disposed of it to another at a 
price of $110 per head for the horses, and finally the 
matter was placed in the hands of a Hungarian who 
went into the markets of Hungary, bought any horses 
he could at $50 to $75 per head, and turned them over 
to the British military authorities at the original price 
of $156 per head. The British Inspector General of Re- 
mounts admitted that when the demand for horses 
arose he knew nothing of the resources of Hungary, 
and the Colonel who was charged with the work of ob- 
taining the horses acknowledged that he was equally ig- 
norant. 

The services of a capable trainer were offered to the 
Government and curtly declined, and the British Mili- 
tary Attaché at Vienna, who might have given helpful 
information, was not consulted, the military authorities 
having decided to rely upon the contract system, with 
the result that scandal has followed, seriously impairing 
the cavalry service. And yet, says the Army and 
Navy Gazette of London, “it is only what might have 
been expected from a department which has systematic- 
ally pooh-poohed the very idea of cavalry ever being 
called upon to play any leading part in future warfare, 
and it is quite in keeping with the telegram which was 
sent to the Colonies in September, 1899, to the effect 
that no mounted men were required. If those were the 
ideas which prevailed in the Autumn of 1899, is it to be 
wondered at that the Remount Department was found 
to be so completely wanting a few months Jater?’ Lord 
Roseberry, in the course of his speech in Parliament on 
the remount scandal, told the following story, which has 
a certain relevancy: ““A gentleman was traveling not 
long ago in Hungary and was perfectly delighted with 
what he saw. He said to a Hungarian friend: ‘I am 





delighted with this place; I have not seen a bad horse 
since I have been in the country.’ ‘No,’ said the Hun- 
garian gentleman in reply, ‘they have been all sold to the 
British Government.’ ” 


OUR WITHDRAWAL FROM CUBA. 


After a conference in Washington on March 25 among 
the President, the Secretary of War, General Wood, 
and Senors Palma, Quesada and Tamaya, representatives 
of the Cuban Republic, it was agreed that the United 
States should withdraw its authority from Cuba on May 
20, turning over the public property, funds and adminis- 
trative machinery of the islands to the officials of the new 
Republican government. 

One of the most important questions awaiting settle- 
ment by treaty between the Cuban Republic and the 
United States is that of sites for naval coaling stations 
for the United States—one at Guantanamo and one at 
Cienfuegos, on the south coast, and one at Nipe Bay 
and one at Havana on the north coast of Cuba. Presi- 
dent-elect Palma is quoted as favoring the cession of all 
of these sites except the one at Havana. The. Cuban 
people, he declares, “will never consent to the location 
by the United States or any other foreign government 
of a naval station in the harbor of Havana.” If the 
incoming administration adneres to the position taken 
by Senator Palma it may disarrange the program 
practically agreed upon by the naval authorities, which 
is said to include a coaling station at Havana as a mat- 
ter of course. Two other matters of importance re- 
quiring early action are the adjustment of tariff rela- 
tions between the two nations and a definition of the 
sovereignty of the Isle of Pines, which, by the Cuban 
constitution, was specifically left to settlement by future 
treaty negotiations between Cuba and the ‘United States.

As to the clause of the bill, which caused some oppo- 
sition, authorizing the Secretary of War to select and 
detail from th» regular Army a sufficient number of 
officers and men to guard and protect the person of 
the President, Mr. Fairbanks said: “Would there have 
been the same criticism about it if there should have 
been a detail of detectives from the Secret Service? 
Would there have been any suggestion of imperialism 
had the distinguished Senator from Massachusetts so 
drafted the bill as to authorize the Secretary of War or 
any other cabimet officer to designate private citizens for 
the protection of the person of the President? No. The 
mere fact that the detail is to be made from the Army 
of the United States is made the basis of the charge of 
imperialism. Mr. President, I have not that fear of 
the Army of our country which seems to possess our 
friends in opposition. During the few years of my 
presence here I have heard the Army arraigned and 
held up to the condemnation of the world as being a 
grave menace to the liberties of the people of the 
United States. When the Secretary of War, under the 
authority granted by the section of the bill just read, 
shall detail officers and men from the Army he will 
detail men of capacity, not tyrants, not our arch ene- 
mies, but men sworn to obey the law, men who, out of 
their love for the Government, are willing and ready 
always to lay down their lives that it may not perish or 
suffer dishonor.” ‘Tne clause was included in the bill as 
passed. 
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The Army Appropriation bill, H. R. 12804, was taken 
up by the House in Committee of the Whole on March 
25. Mr. Hull said that the reduction of about ten mil- 
lions made in the bill by the Committee on Military 
Affairs was largely made by the reduction in the Army 
and by the reduced cost of the transportation of the 
Army. The appropriation of last year was about $113,- 
000,000, with some deficiencies made afterwards, taking 
it up to about $117,000,000; so the appropriation for the 
next fiscal year will be something over $26,000,000 less 
than for the last fiscal year. Mr. Hull expressed the 
belief that the Committee had appropriated for every 
legitimate and necessary expenditure for the Army, 
unless the army shall be largely increased, “a con- 
tingency that none of us anticipate.” The discontin- 
uance of the army of occupation in Cuba and taking off 
the transport service from the Atlantic ocean has largely 
cut down the expenses for transportation of the Army 
and its supplies, leaving only a small army in Porto 
Rico and the army of the Philippines to be provided for 
by this bill outside of the United States proper. So 
that $28,000,000, as against $38,000,000 for last year, 
will be ample for all that the Government will need. 
The parts of this bill which are new legislation, he 
said, will be found to be of minor importance. There 
is one clause providing for 5O first-class surgeons in the 
Signal Corps. There are one or two other places where 
minor changes of the law will be found. The bill is 
published on the sixth page of this number. 
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Secretary Root’s order placing Major Gen. Blwell 8. 
Otis on the retired list of the Army is a particularly 
felicitous tribute to a soldier whose character and 
achievements respond to the best traditions of our mil- 
itary Service. The record of General Otis lends added 
lustre to the military annals of the Republic. His ser- 
vice of three years in the Civil War was distinguished 
by gallantry and usefulness of the highest order. 
His subsequent campaigning among the Indians was 
characterized by unfailing skill and daring, and his work 
in the Philippines again revealed him as a soldier and 
administrator of the first order of ability. It was in 











those islands, indeed, as commander in chief of the 
American forces and as Military Governor, that Gen- 
eral Otis achieved the crowning triumph of his profes- 
sional career. For there, confronted by problems difi- 
cult enough to tax the highest military genius, and in 
spite of a deluge of abuse, protest and unreasoning 
criticism from the “anti imperialists” here in the United 
States—in spite of these disheartening conditons, Gen- 
eral Otis went resolutely forward, clearing the ground 
and devising the methods on which the American un- 
dertaking in the islands has been carried to success. 


—_— 


Considerable anxiety has been aroused in British 
Government circles by the reported charge that Bng- 
land’s coast defenses are in a deplorably weak and 
dangerous condition. Costly forts and batteries have 
been erected at numerous points on the coast, but it 
is held that in the absence of a workable scheme for 
garrisoning and fighting them their value is almost 
nothing. “Who are to man the forts?’ asks Oomdr. 
H. N. Shore, of the Royal Navy, in the United Service 
Magazine. Not to the volunteers unaided and alone, 
he replies, for they are mere tyros in the arts of war 
and their opportunities for training are limited. As 
for the proposed transfer of all naval ports, coaling 
bases, etc., at home and abroad, from the Army to the 
Navy, Commander Shore protests that it weuld not 
do at all. He contends that such a transfer would re- 
quire a large number of naval officers and men to do 
garrison duty, and that arrangement would be fraught 
with dangerous consequences to naval efficiency. This 
question of transferring British naval stations to the 
Navy and the related question of providing adequate 
forces to man England's coast defenses are matters of 
increasing perplexity to the British military authori- 
ties. The objection to a change that would compel 
a very large number of naval officers and men to per- 
form garrison duty is undoubtedly well grounded, and 
it is not less clear that the force required to maintain 
the efficiency of the defensive works along the coast 
must be drawn from other sources than the volunteer 
service, The genius capable of solving this vexatious 
problem for the British Government would probably be 
allowed to name his own reward.

present dissimilarity between the blue uniform worn for 
service uses in this country and the khaki uniform worn 
in the tropics.

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THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS 


The Senate on March 25 passed bills granting the fol- 
lowing pensions:—$30 per month to the widow of Capt. 
Robert G. Heiner, 1st U. S. Inf.; $35 to the widow of 
Comdr. Felix McCurley, U. 8S. N.; $15 to the widow of 
Lieut. Charles H. Lester, 2d U 8S. Cav.; $24 to the 
widow of Lieut. Thomas E. Maley, 5th U. S. Cav. 

The Senate has passed S. R. 26, authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to purchase for $500 the original man- 
uscript copy of the “order book” of Gen. Arthur St. 
Clair Also, 8. 3060, appropriating $5,000 to inclose and 
beautify the monument on the Moores Creek battlefield, 
N. C. Also bills for marine hospitals at Pittsburg, Pa., 
and at Buffalo, N. Y., to cost not over $125,000 each. 

The Secretary of the Navy has sent to the chairmen 
of the Senate and House Committees on Appropriations, 
and of the House Naval Committee a letter transmit- 
ting the report of the board upon additional office room 
for the Navy Department, and requesting authority to 
rent a suitable fireproof building containg approxi- 
mately 60,000 square feet of floor space. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
without amendment, S. 1107, limiting the liability of 
sureties on bonds of officers of the Navy, and 8S. 4222, 
authorizing the appointment of Capt. John Russell Bart- 
lett, U. 8. N., retired, as a rear admiral. 

Mr. Harris has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the Army Appropriation bill, permitting 
enlisted men who served as commissioned officers of 
U. 8. Volunteers organized in 1898 and 1899 in the Porto 
Rico Provisional Regiment or in the Philippine Scouts, 
to count such service in computing the time necessary 
to enable them to retire. 

Senator DuBois presented to the Senate on March 24 
a memorial from the the American Chamber of Com- 
merce in Manila, passed at a meeting held Feb. 6, which 
was referred to the Committee on the Philippines It 
urges legislation for the Philippines providing for the 
sale and settlement of the Government lands; that the 
U. 8. mining laws be extended to the Philippines; laws 
facilitating the cutting of timber on the public domain 
for at least fifteen years; the immediate provision of 
the granting of franchises; laws for the admission of 
cooley labor; free trade between the United States and 
a uniform staple currency for the islands; internal rev- 
enue laws on tobacco, spirits, and malt liquors; that the 
Philippine Commission be increased to ten members, 
ete. If Congress will enact laws as indicated, this 
chamber is convinced that the Army in the Philippines 
can be materially reduced within a very brief period of 
time, 

The House has passed H. J. Res. 155, to permit a 
monument to be built on the public grounds in the city 
of Charlotte, N. C., in memory of William E. Shipp, 
‘‘who was so highly complimenteed by General Wheeler 
for his gallantry at the charge of Santiago Harbor.” 
Also H. R. 11839, authorizing the Secretary of War to 
loan 1,000 wall tents for use at Knights of Phythias 
encampment to be held at San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 
10 to 20, 1902. Also a Joint Resolution appointing 
as members of the Board of Managers of the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers of the United 
States—Henry E. Palmer, George W. Steele, Walter P. 
Brownlow and J. M. Brown. 

In view of the fact that under a decision of the 
Comptroller of last November checkages will undoubt- 
edly be made by the Auditor in settling the accounts of 
pay officers containing payments for civilian employees 
during the current fiscal year under the “Emergency 
fund” apropriation, the Secretary of the Navy has writ- 
ten to Chairman Foss of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, requesting that the following clause be incor- 
porated in the naval appropriation bill for the relief of 
pay officers against whom such checkages may be made: 
“The accounting officers of the Treasury are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to allow in the settlement of the 

accounts of disbursing officers involving payments made 
under the appropriation ‘Emergency fund’ to civilian 
employees appointed by the Navy Department for duty 
in and serving at naval, stations maintained in the island 
possessions during the fiscal year 1902; and until such 
time as Congress shall make specific appropriation for 
the pay of such employees.” All employees affected by 
this decision were appointed, reported for duty, have 
performed service, and»payments have been made to 
them in good faith; they are not therefore required to 
refund the amounts paid to them, nor should the dis- 
bursing officer stand the loss. 

Secretary Long adds that owing to the distance and 
time necessary to reach the stations in the island pos- 
sessions, particularly the Philippines, Guam, and. the 
Samoan Islands, and the conditions existing there, it is 
difficult to secure competent clerks for duty at those 
stations. Not only should higher salaries be paid them, 
but they should be allowed pay while traveling to and 
from the stations in addition to their transportation. 
To this end the Department recommends that the fol- 
lowing clause be also incorporated in the naval appro- 
priation bill: “The Secretary of the Navy, in his dis- 
eretion, is authorized to pay all civilian employees ap- 
pointed for duty in the Philippine, Hawaiian and Sa- 
moan Islands, the Island of Guam and the island of 
Porto Rico, from the date of their sailing from the 
United States until they report for duty to the officer 
under whom they are to serve, and while returning 
to the United States by the most direct route and with 
due expedition, a per diem compensation corresponding 
to their pay while actually .orr and in cases 
where the appointee is not to fill an existing vacancy 
his pay while traveling may be charged to the annual 
appropriation of the bureau concerned.” , ; 

As the result of an attempt to force the consideration 
of the various bills and resolutions relating to the Schley- 
Sampson controvery, the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on March 21 by a vote of 7 to 4 recommended 
“that further consideration of said bills and resolutions 
be indefinitely postponed and that no further action be 
taken thereon.” ’ 

In a letter to the House Naval Committee the Secre- 
tary of the Navy recommends that in 8S. 66, providing 
for rank and pay of certain retired officers of the Navy, 
the proviso “That the present pay of any officer on the 
retired list shall not hereby be reduced,” be amended 
by striking out the word “present” and inserting in lieu 
thereof ‘rank and,” so that the proviso shall read “‘Pro- 
vided, That the rank and pay of any officer on the retired 
list shali not hereby be reduced.” The addition is found 


necessary in order to prevent the reduction in rank of a 
few officers, and to meet exceptional cases which may 
hereafter arise. The amended bill would read: That 
retired officers of the Navy ordered to active duty shall 
have the rank, pay, and allowances of officers of the 


active list of like length of active service, and if ac- 
tively employed for three years affer retirement shall, 
when detached from duty, retain the rank and h 
retired pay of the grade they then hold: ied, 
That the rank and pay of any officer.on the retired list 
shall not hereby be reduced.

H. R. 12906, Mr. Sparkman: Appropriates $25,950 to 
consummate the purchase of additional land adjoining 
the naval station, Key West, Fla. 

H. R. 12908, Mr. Mercer: For the relief of certain offi- 
cers of the Volunteer Army. That all soldiers of the 
Civil War who reenlisted as veteran volunteers and 
afterwards were discharged to receive promotion and 
receive commissions as officers in the Army shall be 
paid all installments of veteran bounty which were 
withheld from them on account of their being so com- 
missioned; and that all volunteer soldiers or sailors of 
the Civil War who were honorably discharged on ac- 
count of diseases contracted in the line of duty shall 
receive the same bounty that they would have been en- 
titled to had they been discharged on account of their 
wounds, etc. 

H. R. 12912, Mr. Fletcher: To authorize the Secretary 
of War to acquire 1,500 acres of additional land at 
Fort Snelling, Minn. 

H. R. 12974, Mr. Bingham: That from and after the 
passage of this Act the present ranks of sergeant-maj-

All disappearing carriages in service ‘have been provided 
with equalizing and pipe throttling devices for regulating 
the recoil. In place of the chains formerly used for re- 
tracting 8-inch, 10-inch and 12-inch disappearing car- 
riages, model 1896, and all 12-inch, model 1897, a wire 
rope traction device has been substituted. Fifty-four car- 
riages for 75 mm. Vickers-Maxim mountain guns are 
being manufactured. These, with the guns now under 
manufacture at Watervliet Arsenal and the few batteries 
of these guns already on hand in this country and the 
Philippine Islands, will provide this country with a 
sufficient reserve of these very serviceable mountain guns. 
Electric motors for operating lz-inch uisappearing car- 
riages, R. F., model 1897, have been manufactured and 
issued. It being the intention to supply the important 
artillery posts with ordnance repair shops having power 
tools, a sample outfit of tools and equipment has been 
procured | installed at Watertown Arsenal, and the 
installation of these tools at the principal artillery ts 
is awaiting the completion of the buildings by the Gunr- 
termaster’s Department. To reduce the noise in the 
magazines, ammunition trucks have been rubber tired. 
This will also prevent sparking.

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~~ ‘RHE WALLER COURT MARTIAL. 


The court martial appointed by Major Gen. Adna R. 
Chaffee, U. 8. A., Commanding Military Division of the 
Philippines, to try Major Littleton W. T. Waller, U. 8. M. 
C., on charges of having inflicted summary execution 
on natives of Samar during his recent operations with 
» column of marines in that island, began the taking 
of testimony at Manila on March 21. The court is 
composed of Col. Cyrus 8S. Roberts, Col. George 8. 
Anderson, Col. Allen Smith, Major Edgar B. Robert- 
son and Capt. Samson L. Faison, all of the Army, and 
Col. James Forney, Lieut. Col. Mancill C. Goodsell, 
Lieut. Col. Otway C. Berryman, Major William P. 
Biddle, Capt. Eli K. Cole and Capt: Robert M. Gilson, 
all of the Eidies Corps. President, Brig. Gen. William 
H. Bisbee, U. 8S. A.; Judge Advocate, Major Henry P. 
Kingsbury, U. 8S. A.; counsel for Major Waller, Comdr. 
Adolph Marix, U. 8S. N., Major Edwin F. Glenn, U,S. 
A., and Mr. Sutro. At the first session of the court, 
March 18, counsel for Major Waller raised the point 
that he could not be tried by a court composed wholly 
or in part of officers of the Army, the ground of the con- 
tention being that after the acts complained of he had 
rejoined marines and was therefore subject solely 
to naval authority, the military authorities having vol- 
untarily forfeited their jurisdiction by failing to pro- 
ceed against him while he was still acting with the 
Army. The court held that this point was well taken, 
but upon reconvening on March 21 reversed its decision 
and ordered the trial to proceed. 

Major Waller pleaded not guilty to the charge of 
murder, but admitted that he had ordered eleven reb- 
els to be shot, conceding that he was absolutely in his 
right mind at the time. His counsel took an exception 
to the words “wilfully aforethought” in the bill of com- 
plaint. Capt. Robt. H. Dunlap, U. 8. M. C., testified that 
he had received word from Lieut. John P. V. Gridley. 
\'. S. M. C., and Sergeant Quick that a band of prisoners 
while being taken across the island ate roots and plants 
but refused to assist the marines by giving them similar 
food. Witness reported these facts to Major Waller 
who without excitement expressed the opinion that the 
prisoners ought to be shot and he, Waller, ordered 
Lieut. John H. A. Day, U. S. M. C., to have the men 
shot. 

Lieut. John H. A. Day who is also under charges 
similar to those against Major Waller, testified that 
the prisoners were carefully examined before they were 
executed. Capt. David D. Porter, U. S. M. C., who ac- 
companied Major Waller in the march across Samar 
testified that Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U. S. A., 
commanding in Samar, had given Major Waller by im- 
plication the power of life or death, declaring that he 
wanted no ovrisoners and that traitors should be pun- 
ished by death. 

Lieut. Alexander S. Williams, U. S. M. C., described 
a night attack by carriers on Major Waller’s command 
in which the natives boloed and bit the Americans. The 
carriers, he said, were always semi-mutinous. They 
secreted food and persistently refused to aid the starv- 
ing troops. It was undoubtedly the plan of the carriers 
to get all the food for themselves. Witness described 
un attack upon himself by three of the natives and ex- 
pressed the belief that the command would have been 
massacred had it not been for the precautions that 
were taken. 

Capt. Hiram I. Bearss, U. S. M. C., testified to an 
attempt of natives to take Major Waller's life. Comdr. 
William Swift, U. 8S. N., commanding the U. S. 8. 
Yorktown, testified that the natives of Basey in South- 
ern Samar were treated by the Americans with more 
trust and consideration than they were entitled to. Three 
enlisted men of the marines who accompanied Lieut. 
John N. Wright, U. 8S. M. C., on an expedition to North 
Samar testified that the natives were extremely selfish 
in regard to food and that the inhabitants of Capiz 
were suffering from famine which Lieut. Wright re- 
lieved by issuing rations to them and ordering that 
Government work be given to as many of them as pos- 
sible. 








POWER OF STATE COURT OVER MARINES. 


Judge Rice of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, 
has rendered an interesting decision as to the power of 
the State Court over enlisted men of the Marine Corps 
in the case of “Commonwealth ex rel. v. Captain 
Smedley D. Butler, on appeal from order of Q. S. 
of Philadelphia C.” 

It was urged that no appeal lies from an order ais- 
charging the relator under a writ of habeas corpus. 
The appellee’s counsel cited in support of this propo 
sition: Russell v. Commonwealth, 1 P. & W. 82, Clark 
v. Commonwealth, 29 Pa. 129, Commonwealth v. 
Kruder, 1 Penny 143, and Commonwealth v. Blatt, 
165 P. 218. In reply to this the Court said: “None 
of these cases, properly understood, is in conflict with 
the case of Doyle v. Commonwealth, 107 Pa. 20, where 
it was held that an order in habeas corpus discharging 
the relator from the custody of a deputy sheriut is a 
final order or decree which will entitle such officer to 
remove the proceedings to the Supreme Court for re- 
view upon certiorari. This is conclusive of the question 
presented by the motion to squash. See also Common- 
wealth v. Newcomet, decided by us in December last.” 

The case arose under the petition of the father of 
Homer C. Lee, aged 19, on a writ of habeas corpus to 
secure the release of his son from military custody. 
The question is whether a State court has jurisdiction 
upon habeas corpus to inquire into the validity of en- 
listments into the marine corps of the United States 
and to discharge enlisted men from said service when 
in the judgment of the court their enlistment has not 
been made in conformity with the laws of the United 
States. Prior to the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in Ableman vy. Booth, and the United 
States v. Booth, 21 Howard, 506, (1859), the precedents 
and decisions of the Pennsylvania Courts were to the 
effect that the Federal courts and the courts of the 
Commonwealth had current jurisdiction in such cases. 

The Court holds that the precise question raised in 
this ease was that raised in Tarble’s case, 13 Wallace 
397, rendered in 1872. Of this the learned judge says: 
That it was distinctly decided is apparent, not only 
from Mr. Justice Field’s statement of the question for 
decision, and from his reasoning, but also from his 
Statement of the conclusion at which the court arrived. 
It follows from the views we have that the 
court commissioner of Dane county was without juris- 
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diction to issue the writ of habeas corpus for the dis- 
charge of the prisoner in this case, it appearing, upon 
the application presented to him for the writ, that the 
prisoner was held by an officer of the United States as 
an enlisted soldier mustered into the military 
of the national government; and the same information 
was imparted to the commissioner by the return officer. 
The commissioner was, both by the application for the 
writ and the return to it, apprised that the prisoner 
was within the dominion and jurisdiction of another 
government, and that no writ of habeas corpus issued 
to him could pass over the line which divided the two 
sovereignties.” In view of this decision it is impos- 
sible for us to hold that the exclusive jurisdiction of 
the Federal courts is confined to cases of restraint un- 
der the judicial authority of the national government. 
That the State courts ‘cannot, under any authority 
conferred by the States, discharge from custody per- 
sons held by authority of the courts of the United 
States, or of commissioners of such courts, or by offi- 
cers of the general government acting under its laws,’ 
(to which this class belongs), ‘results from the supre- 
macy of the Constitution and laws of the United States. 
Mr. Justice Harlan, in ex parte Royall, 117 U. S. 241, 
citing Ableman v. Booth, Tarble’s case, and Robb v. 
Connolly, 111 U. 8. 689. The language used in Able- 
man v. Booth was construed by some as applying only 
to cases where a person is held in custody under the 
undisputed lawful authority of the United States, as 
distinguished from imprisonment under claim and color 
of such authority. Alluding to this misconception the 
Court said in Tarble’s case and reiterated it in Kobb v. 
Connolly: ‘All that is meant by the language used is, 
that the State judge or State court should proceed no 
further when it appears, from the application of the 
party, or the return made, that the prisoner is held by 
an officer of the United States under what, in truth, 
purports to be the authority of the United States, that 
is, an authority, the validity of which is to be deter- 
mined by the Constitution and laws of the United States. 
If a party thus held be illegally imprisoned, it is for 
the courts or judicial officers of the United States, and 
those courts or officers alone, to grant him release.’ 
This would seem logically and necessarily to result 
from the principle, as enunciated by Chief Justice 
Taney, which defines the boundaries of jurisdiction be- 
tween the judicial tribunals of the States and of the 
United States. But whatever room for difference of 
opinion as to the scope and enect of the decision in 
Ableman’s case there may have been before the Tar- 
ble case was decided, we think there is now no room 
for controversy as to the applicability of the princviple 
to the case of a person enlisted and mustered into the 
military or naval service of the national government. 
The sugzestion that what was said in the latter case as 
to the authority of the commissioner to issue the writ 
was mere obiter dictum cannot be sustained. It was 
a deliberate judgment upon a question of jurisdiction 
arising upon the record, and must be so regarded by 
us until it is reversed by the court that delivered it, or 
a different ruling as to the scope and effect of the de- 
cision is given by our Supreme Court.” 

The order discharging Philip Wade Smith is reversed 
and set aside.

ADMIRAL MELVILLE NOT AN EXTRA NUMBER. 


On the’ 12th day of March Rear Admiral Melville sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of Navigation a claim that he is 
entitled to be regarded as an additional number in the list 
of captains and asked for an official decision on this claim 
which is based upon the provisions of Section 1 of the 

_act of Sept. 30, 1890, authorizing the President to ad- 
vance Chief Engineer Melville one grade in recognition 
of meritorious services in connection with the wreck of 
the Arctic exploring steamer Jeannette, and also upon 
the following provision appearing in Section 2 of the same 
act: “That the said Melville shall hereafter continue 
to be next junior to the junior chief engineer having the 
relative rank of commander at the passage of this act; 
and whatever grade he may hereafter occupy shall be 
increased by one number, but the total number of chief 
engineers shall not be increased.” Captain Lemly, J. A. 
General of the Navy, to whom Admiral Melville’s claim 
was submitted, holds that it is not good in law. The 
case presented is practically the same as that of Colonel 
Robert W. Huntington, U. S. Marine Corps, who, on 
Aug. 10, 1898, had been advanced and promoted from 
the grade of lieutenant-colonel to the grade of colonel, 
and became thereby an additional number under the 
provisions of Sections 1605 and 1606 of the Revised 
Statutes. The Department held that he ceased to be an 
extra niimber in the grade of colonel upon the passage of 
the personnel act, saying: 

“Subsequently, by the passage of the personnel act, the 
number of officers in the grade of colonel was in 
from two to five, Colonel Huntington’s case being thus 
provided for, and all questions with respect thereto were 
presumably considered by Congress when the number of 
colonels was thus increased.” 

Captain Lemly says: 

“On review of the entire case, I have reached the con- 
clusion that in so far as the act of Sept. 30, 1890, operat- 
ed to make the officer concerned an extra number, its 
provisions were repealed by, or merged in, the personnel 
act, and that he is accordingly not entitled to be regarded 
as an extra number in the list of captains. 

“If this view be accepted by the Department it does 
not follow that Admiral Melville’s advancement in pur- 
suance of the special act passed by Congress on sept 
30, 1890, in recognition of his honorable and distin- 
guished Arctic services should not be appropriately in- 
dicated in the Navy Register. The names of officers ad- 
vanced by reason of service during the war with Spain 
are printed in the Register in italics, and when advanced 
to a higher grade the fact that they became extra num- 
bers is indicated. The names of officers advanced for 
war service other than in the war with Spain are printed 
in italics and by note the reason of their advancement is 
given, and the fact that they do not become additional 
numbers upon promotion is indicated. It would seem en- 
tirely proper and appropriate, Rear Admiral Melville hav- 
ing been advanced in pursuance of the provisions of a 
special act of Congress, that his name should likewise 
be printed in italics and the fact shown by a note 
that he was so advanced and does not become an additional 
number upon promotion. 

“Tie fact that the act of March 3, 1901 (31 Stats., 
1107) provides that ‘all advancements made by reason 
of war service shall be appropriately so designated upon 
the official Navy list’ does not preclude the Department 
from making in its official register appropriate notes of 
like character with respect to other odvanceenta’”

Describing the handling of destroyers by Lord Charles 
Beresford, while in command of the Mediterranean 
fleets, the London Sketch tells us that the resourceful 
admiral took his battle-fleet into action steaming in line 
ahead. At a given signal the battleships turned slightly 
inward, and round the bow of each rushed a destroyer, 
which bore down at full speed upon the enemy, torpe- 
doed him and then turned back to the friendly shelter of 
the battleship again. So skilfully was the maneuver 
executed that the destroyers had done their work and 
returned in safety before the surprised enemy could get 
guns to bear upon them. It is the recognized rule of 
warfare as the British Navy would now conduct it, as 
we are told, for battleships and destroyers to hunt in 
couples, like the lion and the jackal. To that end a de- 
stroyer has been told off to each battleship in the two 
principal fleets. At sea the destroyer is coaled and pro- 
visioned from its protecting ship—that, too, without 
either vessel coming to a standstill. By means of a der- 
rick coal and other necessaries are transferred to the 
— ship while she is made fast alongside of her con- 
sort. 


The battleship Retvizan, built for Russia at the 
Cramp shipyard, Philadelnhia, was formally turned 
over ‘to the Russian authorities on March The 
ceremonies consisted of the reading of the services of 
the Greek church by Father Ratskowfsky the ship’s 
chaplain, in the presence of her officers and crew, 750 
in all, after which at an order from the commander. 
Captain Stichensnovitch, the blue cross of St. Andrew 
was hoisted and the Retvizan became a Russian ves- 
sel She will sail for Russia about April 12. 


In an American letter published in the Pall Mall 
Gazette, of London, the following observation is ac- 
credited to Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, U. S. N.: “I have been 
persecuted almost to death, and nearly driven out of 
my office by the French patentees and their agents. 
who were trying to induce the Secretary of our Navy 
to adopt their form of boiler—the Belleville. But [am 
pleased to say that up to date I have been able to pre- 
vent the introduction of any such sky-rocket arrange- 
ment in any of the ships of the United States Navy.” ~ 


The U. 8. S. Mayflower, carried on the naval list as 
a converted cruiser, and now at the New York Navy 
Yard, has been set aside for the use of the President 
during the summer in place of the U. 8S. S. Dolphin, 
which is now engaged in surveys and special service. 
The Mayflower, which will be sent to Washington as 
soon as she is refitted, was bought by the Government 
from Mrs. Ogden Goelet at the outbreak of the Spanish 
war for $430,000 and did duty as a dispatch boat in 
West Indian waters during the war under command of 
Capt. Morris R. 8S. Mackenzie, U. S. N. She was after- 
wards used as a station ship at San Juan, P. R. 


Admiral Lord Charles Beresford made an address at 
a recent meeting of the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion, of England, in the report of which he was quoted 
as saying there were “too many guns in the ships of 
the British Navy.” He has explained, however, in a 
note to the Army and Navy Gazette, that what he 
really did say was that there were “too many sorts 
of guns,” and that what the service needs is “the largest 
smallest gun, and the smallest gun,” not a variety of 
types of ordnance.” Lord Beresford adds that, in his 
opinion, many of the British warships have, not too 
many, but too few, guns. 


It is believed in Washington that the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs will make provision in- its forth- 
coming bill for three battleships and two armored cruisers, 
with perhaps an apropriation for types of vessels of 
lesser classes. The opinion prevails in naval circles that 
construction for the immediate future should be confined 
chiefly to vessels of the large types. and if this view is 
accepted by the House Committee the ng Department 
will doubtless be entirely satisfied. The mmittee are 
frightened by the large estimates for the Olongapo naval 
station and are not likely to make an appropriation 
for it. 


It is reported in London that the Government of Nica- 
ragua has bought the obsolete German war vessel Ar- 
minius, which, being 20 years old, was about to be 
broken up at Hamburg.

MAIL FOR WAR SHIPS. 
G. O. 83, MARCH 12, 192, NAVY DEPT. 

Publishes the order of the Postmaster-General relat- 
ing to mails for vessels of war, which appeared in the 
Army and Navy Journal of March 22, page 726, and 
says in addition: 

Mails made up on board United States vessels abroad 
should be labele. “From the United States naval squad- 
ron (or vessel, naming the WORE Gio rcccccccctocs for the 
post-Office Of...........seeeee 

Mails outgoing from the United States for vessels in 
the Atlantic will be made up and dispatched from the 
post-office of New York; for vessels in the Pacific, at 
the post-offices of San Francisco, Tacoma, or Seattle. 
Commanders in chief of all squadrons and command- 
ing Officers of all vessels acting singly will keep the 
postmasters of New York or San Francisco informed 
by mail of their prospective addresses. The Depart- 
ment 
cable tolls in cases of changes in itineraries, and it is 
believed that, by the careful preparation of prospective 
addresses, mailed directions to the postmaster will 
usually be sufficient. 

This arrangement will effect a considerable increase 
in economy and convenience if it proves satisfactory, 
and, in order to increase its efficiency, the Department 
desires that officers submit for consideration sugges- 
tions having this end in view; such as consul to whom 
mail should be sent to be heid; what lines of steamers 
should carry the pouches, etc. 

The article of the Universal Postal Convention under 
which the above arrangement was made is as fqllows: 

ARTICLE 15. 

Closed mails may be exchanged between the post- 
offices of anv one of the contracting countries and the 
commanders of naval squadrons or ships of war of the 
same country stationed abroad, through the intermed- 
iary of the territorial or maritime services depending on 
other countries. 

*. Articles of every kind inclosed in these mails must 
consist exclusively of those addressed to or sent by the 
officers and crews of the vessels for which the mails 
are destined or from which they are dispatched; the 
rates and conditions of dispatch applicable thereto are 
determined by the postal administration of the coun- 
trv to which the vessels belong, in accordance with its 
domestic regulations. 

.. Unless there be a contrary arrangement between 
the offices interested, the post-office which dispatches 
or receives the mails in question is accountable to the 
intermediary office for the transit expenses calculated 
in conformity with the provisigns of article 4.

THE BLUE JACKET’S POINT OF VIEW. 


To the Editor of the ARmy AND Navy JouRNAL: 

In your issue of Dec. 28 last appears an editorial, 
“Discipline of the Navy,” very ably written and in the 
right direction, but you do not go into the subject deep 
enough, owing no doubt to the lack of proper informa- 
tion. The loss of continuous service men, the great 
number of desertions of late and the greater number of 
courts-martial are apparently without reason to the de- 
partment officials and general public, because they 
never get through that circle drawn by the officers 
around the inner routine of the modern man-of-war. 

Although, as a rule communications, from enlisted 
men of the Navy are ignored by the press, I feel that, 
owing to the now general movement the public and 
the Department officials to investigate the persistent call 
from the forecastle, for a fair administration of the just 
law as set forth by the “Regulations,” I should raise my 
voice and ask that you publish this letter in your paper. 

For the most trivial offences officers of coulpand’ rank 
resort to courts-martial; they inflict for the offense 
beside the sentence of the court, other punishments and 
the most severe of all, especially in this climate, de- 
privation of liberty. 

The large ships on this station go quite often to China 
and Japan but what of the gunboats and small cruisers 
and the men serving on them? On one ship of the 3d 
rate to my certain knowledge no man was given leave 
on shore, over night, in twenty-two months, and yet for 
overstaying liberty a summary court-martial was al- 
most invariably the result. And during that time no 
liberty was given for a longer period than from 1 P. M. 
until 5:30 P. M. 

Overstaying leave is about the most common mis- 
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demeanor in the Navy, almost impossible to eradicate 
(admitted to be so by the officers), and yet is treated 
with the greatest severity. Without a doubt the first 
offense of this kind has always some extenuating circum- 
stance which, if the man was given an ty to 
explain, would be sufficient excuse to guarantee a light 
punishment or excuse him altogether; but from 15 to 30 
days’ confinement in irons on bread and water with loss 
of a month’s to three months’ , or ifa officer, 
reduction in rating accompanied with loss of pa 
usual sentence of a summary court, and in addition to 
this the commanding officer inflicts deprivation of libe 
and extra duties ad lib., stoppage of monthly pay 
allowances for the period nt. 

Having my hand on the pulse of the forecastle I know 
just how the man forward feels and thinks and may 
state with ect truth that once treated in this way, 
most men tead of being disciplined, are goaded b: 
what they knew is an injustice to commit the same of- 
fense again, who would if a little consideration were 
shown to them by those in authority, have taken care to 
avoid a repetition of the offense. We have for every ship a 
different routine and different punishments at the - 
cretion of the commanding officer, and result is, no 
method or routine; a man transferred from ship to ship 
must begin all over again to learn his duties as he is 
transferred. Even the commonest drills are interpreted 
differently. 

To substantiate what I say look at the proceedings of 
courts en file in the Department. The only way to get 
information so that the cure can be applied is to send 
some reliable man into the forecastle as a blue jacket 
and let him make a few notes—it would be well to have 
him also keep a casual eye on the abuses of liquor in 
the ward-room, but of the latter I make no mention, 
and though our beer at meals has been stopped we, none 
of us, envy the cases of ‘sherry” consumed aft. All 
we want is just, firm, treatment as it is ordered by the 
Department. We are the best paid, best rationed, best 
clothed, and would be the best drilled Navy in the 
world, as We were once, if the after part of the ship 
were hauled out for the sun of investigation to shine 
on for a little while. : : 

I hope you will be able to publish this letter, and, as 1 
am stil in the Service, I ask that you do not publish 
my name, but if you are requested to give it, why do so 
by all means, as I have no cause to be afraid of the re- 
sult of anything I have said herein. E

The law creating the retired list for enlisted 
men does not authorize any stoppages from the pay of 
these men, but still 25 cents is retained from them every 
two months the maintenance of the Soldiers’ 
Home, an institution many of us have never seen and 
from which we will never receive any benefit, not even 
if we asked for or demanded it, which we have a perfect 


title to, under the law and regulations.

GENERAL MILES ON STAFF BILL. 


Foilowing is the statement of Lieut. Gen. Neison A. 
Miles, commanding U. 8. Army, before the Committee 
on Military Affairs, U. 8S. Senate: 

General Miles. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, this 
matter is so important, affecting the organization of the 
Army and affecting the head and heart of the Army, 
that I have written out some notes, and, with your in- 
dulgence and kind permission, I will read them as rapidly 
as possible, to economize time. 

The Chairman. You need not feel compelled to hurry. 
We have time to hear you. 

General Miles. I know that your time is very fully 
occupied and that you have other matters requiring 
your attention as well as this. 

The Chairman. We have time enough to attend to this 
business, and you may take your time. 

General Miles. I realize that I am addressing not only 
a body of Senators, but a body of veterans, veterans 
of the war with Mexico and veterans of the great Civil 
war; therefore what I have to say falls upon military 
ears. 

Mr. Burrows. As you proceed with your —"¢ = 
General, if anything occurs to you that you would like 
te say in explanation or to enlarge upon what you have 
written, I eee you will feel at liberty to do so. 

General Miles. I will read what I have here as rapidly 
as possible, and after that will be glad to answer any 
questions that the chairman or the members of the com- 
mittee may desire to ask. 

In accordance with your invitation to appear before 
your committee and submit my views concerning Senate 
bill No. 3917, I have the honor to state that the principal 
features of this bill are, in my judgment, most objec- 
tionable, and if enacted into law would result in great 
injury to the Army and would in a short time most ser- 
iously embarrass one of the important departments of 
our Government. ° 

More than one hundred years ago our Army was or- 
ganized by the genius gf Washington, Steuben, Hamilton 
and others. In all the wars in which we have been en- 
gaged it has in the end been victorious. It has with- 
stood intrigue and contaminating influences from with- 
out and has absorbed the injurious elements that have 
been forced into it, sustaining the honor of the nation 
and the glory of American arms in every campaign, and 
its present organization is best adapted to our great

Our system of organization is a combination of units. 
Every company, troop, battery. t, brigade, di- 
me = corps, and as well as the entire 
sho be under the control of its military head 
suitable staff officers to aid in administering its affairs 
judiciously, economically, and scientificall 1 
the general control of the Secretary of War and the 

. Every captain, colonel, and general officer 
should be responsible for the discipline, instruction, effi- 
ciency, and welfare of the several commands. 

While the Constitution gives to the Chief Magistrate 
of the nation the control of the land and naval forces, 
including not only the Armv and Navy, but the entire 
physical force of the nation, it is not n that he 
should be a military man, nor is it expected that he 
would personally command the land and naval forces. 

Congress has previded that there shall be a Secretary 
of War, who is the head of a ment having great 
responsibilities and high and important m 
duties, but it is not necessarv that he should be qualified, 
nor is it possible for him to p y exercise personal 
control over the details of the military establishment. 

Congress has also provided a certain number of gen- 
eral officers to command the army and the various de- 
partments, divisions, and brigades, and has clothed them 
with administrative duties and responsibilities, as well . 
as with judicial authority, in order that they may exer- 
cise proper discipline and executive control over their va- 
rious commands. 

In the bill under consideration it is proposed to abolish 
eutirely the co of inspectors, who have been most 
instrumental in ceping the Aomy to its high charac. 
ter and efficiency and in disco ng defalcations, in- 
efficiency, and maladministration, and, on the other hand, 
in encouraging and reportine meritorious conduct, effi- 
ciency, and ability in all the different commands and de 
nartments of the service. In fact; there is mo one corps 
that does so much in promoting the high character and 
— Saas of the service as a corps of efficient in 
snectors. 

Many years ago when we had a small Army and r 
larger proportion of officers 1 wus of the opi that 
the inspections could be done by tae general officers and 
colonels, but the conditions are now entirely different with 
a much larger Army servine in different parts of the 
world and with a proportionately less number of officers. 
The present conditions require a corps of intelligent 
efficient inspectors, who should be permanently appoint- 
ed, at least in the higher grades, and not liable to be- 
— subordinate to-morrow to those whom they inspect 

ay. 

The proposition to consolidate the Pay, Quartermaster, 
and Commissary departments——— 

Mr. Proctor. Wait just one moment. Allow me to 
interrupt you, General. This bill does away with the 
Insvector-General’s Department? 

General Miles. Yes, sir; abolishes it absolutely. 

Mr. Proctor. It devolves, as I understand it, t 
of the inspection of accounts, upon civilians? 

General Miles. Yes. 

Mr. Proctor. Of the Treasury Department? 

General Miles. Yes; I will refer to that later. The 
proposition to consolidate the pay, quartermaster, and 
commissary——— 

Mr. Burrows. Please read a little more slowly, Gen- 
eral, so thet we may understand vou better. not 
feel under obligation to hurry. 

General Miles. I am afraid that I will take up too 
much of the time of the committee. 

The Chairman. The committee has time enough to al- 
low you to read slowly, so that everything may be dis- 


tinctly understood. 

General Miles. The proposition to consolidate the 
pay, quartermaster’s, and commissary departments is 
not advisable, and, in fact, this bill does not accom- 
plish that object. It simply creates an additional bureau, 
that of transportation, with an additional officer of the 
rank of major-general, to do the duty that now should 
devolve rly upon the commanding general of the 
Army—that is, the control of these three 
the pay, quartermaster’s, and commissary departments. 

‘he three departments mentioned have rendered most 
efficient service in the great Civil war, the wars of the 
frontier, the Spanish-American war, and in the Philip- 
pines and China. The maladministration in the Com- 
missarvy Department that occasioned so much suffering 
in 1898 was not the fault of the system, but of those 
responsible for its administration, and since it was ex- 
posed and corrected I am not aware that a single case 
has been reported where a soldier has not received his 
daily food and his pay when due from the commissary 
and pay departments, respectively, and these have been 
promptly transported to him through the efficient man- 
agement of the Quartermaster’s Department. 

During the campaign in China the thorough supply and 
equipment of the American troops excited the admi- 
ration and the envy of all the allied troops, and es- 
pecially those of Germany, where they have the imperial 
staff corps. 


THB GERMAN GENERAL STAFF. 

Unlike our Presidents, the sovereigns of Spain, Italy, 
Turkey, Austria, Germany, and Russia are trained from 
their earliest boyhood with a view to command armies 
when they arrive at the head of the Government, and 
a general staff corps such as is suggested might be better 
adapted for those countries than for our. Republic. 

Referring to the general staff corps of one of the most 
imperial governments of Europe (i. e., Germany) where 
the country is one vast military camp, and where, dur- 
ing its last campaign in France, when the Em wax 
a Waterloo veteran, the chief of staff, Von Moltke, not 
only exercised the duties pertaining to that office, but 
was practically in command of the great German army 
immediately under the Emperor. 

Let us consider, for example, the duties bed for 
the German general staff, and see whet same 
results are not attained already in a more democratic 
way in our own Army. The duties of the German ~- 
eral staff are defined by Bronsart von Schellendorf, - 
merly chief of staff, as follows: 

(a) The drafting and working out of certain instruc- 
tions relating to the shelter, safety, marching, aud fight- 
ing of the troops. 

(Dhis is the duty of the commanding general of our 


i 


duties 
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Army. It is the duty of every commanding general to 
attend to these matters.) 


(b) The timely transmission of the oral or 
written orders to the proper authorities or individuals, 

(Lhis is the duty of the adjutant gene and the adju 
tants of the departments, divisions, brigades, regiments, 


and posts.) 

(c) The collecting, sifting, and working out of all in- 
formation relating to the nature and proper 
wepeee of the theater of war, procurement of maps 
and plans. 

(Lhis is the work of the Bureau of Information, where 
maps of country and plans of campaign that may possibl) 
occur in the theater of war are made and kept’ on file.) 

(d) The collection and valuation of incoming informa- 
tion relative to the hostile army. 

(This is the daily work of the Bureau of Information 
in time of peace and war, as well as the duty of the 
adjutant-general or provost marshals im the field in 
time of war.) 

(e) The maintenance of the effectiveness of the troops, 
and keeping constantly informed of their condition in 
every respect. 

(This is the duty of every commanding officer, from the 
company, troop, and battery commanders to the com- 
mander of the Army. It is absolutely the daily duty of 
wor commanding officer of our Army in any part of the 
world.) 

(f) he keeping of journals and preparation of reports 
of combats. The compilation of other information that 
may be important to the future historian. 

(Reports, not only of combats, but of all important in- 
formation, are recorded at the posts and department 
headquarters, and in the annual reports of the depart- 
ment commanders, as well as in those of the command- 
ing general of the Army and the War Department.) 

(z) Special tasks; especially reconnoissances. 

(These duties have been performed by officers especially 
detailed for that service, and in addition it is a part of 
the instruction of every command that they shall be ex- 
ercised in reconnoissances, practice marches, minor tac- 
tics, and field maneuvers, so that you see that we have 
already provided for the real work of the German staff 
in a much better and more satisfactory way.) 

Examining the bill more in detail, we find that in 
Section 1 the defects complained of would be increased 
by adding another bureau. Instead of simplifying rou- 
tine it tends to. complicate. It is centralization of 
the most pronounced type, augments the power of the 
staff, and in effect removes it further from touch with 
the fighting force of the Army. The scheme is revo- 
lutionary, casts to the winds the 1 of experience, 
and abandons methods which successfully carried us 
through the most memorable war epochs of our his- 
tory. 

Sections 4 and 5. As to the functions of the general 
staff the plan proposed is a radical denarture from and, 
in effect, a condemnation of the methods which have 
heretofore obtained in our Republic. It creates a bureau 
of marked centralization and vests it with extraordinary 
power, or, at any rate, not responsible or subject in any 
way to the control of commanders of troops. 

I will notice the composition of the proposed staff corps. 
There are one lieutenant-general, one major-general, one 
brigadier-general, four colonels, . six lieutenant-colonels, 
twelve majors, and twelve captains. The so-called gen- 
eral staff corps, composed chiefly of majors, captains, 
and lieutenants, being thus entirely independent of th 
fighting force, the generals in command of the army in 
the field must, without question, accept its “methods 
of administration, armament, equipment, transportation, 
supplies, distribution, mobilization, military preparation, 
plans of campaign, etc.” Sho cant wags 

In fact, the general’s authority for initiative is taken 
away and he can make no move without the direction 
or sanction of the all-powerful ‘general staff” which, 
under the bill, is only subject to the control of the Sec- 
retary of War, whose knowledge of affairs military may 
be meager or nil. Should friction disturb the hoped for 
harmonious relation there is no proper military head to 
which appeal can be made for final decision. The pro- 
posed plan is but an effort to adopt and foster, in a re- 
publican form of government such as ours, a system 
peculiarly adapted to monarchies having immense stand- 
ing armies. It would seem to Germanize and Russianize 
the small Army of the United States. 

Section 5 seems to provide for the increase of one 

major-general and one brigadier-general, such selections 
to be made “from the officers of the Army at large” 
regardless of their rank; thus a lieutenant or captain 
may, through influence and favoritism, be advanced over 
their deserving seniors. If such a system be adopted, 
would not these details to desirable positions be sought 
bv ambitious and scheming men? And would not the 
appointments be the result of social, religious, and po- 
litical intrigue? In my opinion, the adoption of such a 
system would be fraught with great danger to the Re- 
yublic. 
: Section 7 abolishes the office of the general command- 
ing the Army, and the senior general officer has no fixed 
status as to command or duty. I see no reason why 
it should indicate that the senior general officer of the 
Army may be assigned to command such portion of the 
Army as the President may direct or be detailed to duty 
in the general staff. This latter clause appears to be 
wholly superfluous, and I can see no good purpose in en- 
acting it into law, unless it be to evince the intent of 
Congress that they do not desire that the senior general 
officer shall be chief of staff and indicate that they expect 
him to be assigned to some department, and some other 
officer detailed to the position of chief of staff, with the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel, and changed perhaps every 
four years. 

This section seems, however, practically to establish 
an additional bureau in Washington, namely, an artillerv 
bureau, with an additional brigadier-general at its head. 
This I regard quite as unnecessary and as inadvisable 
as it would be to create a bureau for a chief of infantry 
or a chief of cavalry at Washington. 

Section 8.—I sneak of the inspections to be made by 
the Treasury Department—would incur additional ex- 
pense by requiring the Treasury Department to sen? 
special inspectors over the world to inspect the money 
accounts of all disbursing officers whose accounts are 
now inspected by officers of the Inspector’s Department. 
So long as the inspection of the money accounts involves 
knowledge of and inquiry into military matters affecting 
expenditures in connection with material and personnel, 
the inspection should be made by army officers, as now. 

As the proposed scheme appears to revolutionize our 
American system, that has been more than a century in 
perfecting, allow me to call the attention of your com- 
mittee briefly to the history of our general staff and of 
the duties and responsibilities of the commanding general. 
The American idea of a genera] staff was first set forth 
in a letter of ex-President Washington to the then Sec- 
retary of War, Hon. James McHenry, dated July 4 
1798, at the time when the Army was being reorganized 
‘and when Washington was recalled to its command, in 
which he says: 

In forming an army, if a judicious choice is not to be 
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made of the principal officers above of the - 
eral staff, it never can be rectified tpereaten: The fim 
acter, then, of the army would be lost in the super- 
structure. The reputation of the commander-in ef 
would sink with it and the country be involved in inex- 
tricable expense. To remark to a military man how 
important the general staff of an army is to its well 
being seems to be unnecessary. 

From this it is evident that the general staff must be 
suvordinate to the commander of the Army. 

The term “general staff’ is hae ag in the acts ap- 
proved March 13, 1813, and March 24, 1816, and their 
duties are prescribed in the regulations of 1816. The 
regulations of 1825 contain the theory of the staff and a 
summary of its duties. The regulations of 1836 define 
tne general staff as follows: 

The general staff comprises all the officers concerned 
in regulating the details of theservice and furnishing the 
Army with the means necessary for its subsistence, com- 
fort, mobility and action. 

The regulations of 1841 contain the same definition, 
its theory, and a summary of its duties. In these regu- 
lations is first mentioned the chief of the general staff, 
where it is to be observed that he acts under the direc- 
tion of the general in chief of the Army. It also pre- 
scribes that the heads of the various staff corps will be 
attached to the general headquarters. 

The same definition and provisions exist in the regu- 
lations of 1847. These general provisions have been 
omitted from pee ow editions of the regulations, yet 
between 1869 and 1881 Generals Grant, Sherman, Sheri- 
dan, and Schofield have all recommended various systems 
of regulations, in which it was proposed that the chiefs 
of the various staff corps should be placed on the staff of 
the commanding general of the Army, for the discharge 
of their military functions. 

I have heretofore referred to the general staff—our own 
general staff. I will now refer to the office of command- 
ing general of the Army, which this bill would abolish. 

In 1881 there appears to have been some doubt as to 
the proper relations between the commanding general and 
the veneral staff of the Army, as will be observed by the 
following letter of Major-General Macomb, at that time 
commanding the Army. 

Here is a letter from Major-General Macomb, written 
from headquarters of the Army, Washington, July 25 
1831, to the Secretary of War, which I will not take the 
time of the committee to read. 

Mr. Foraker. Yes; read it. 


LETTER FROM GENERAL ALEX. MACOMB. 


General Miles (reading): 

Headquarters of the Army, 
Washington, July 25, 1831. 
The Secretary of War: 

Sir—Upon a review of the arrangements of the military 
establishment, as authorized by existing regulatons, I 
feel it my duty to bring to the notice of the Secretary 
of War what I conceive to be its defects, and to suggest 
what I believe may give to the military establishment 
a more effective organization, without injuring any of 
those fundamental principles which the laws of military 
propriety establish. 

The Army is divided into certain independent bureaus. 
These bureaus are nothing more than the staff of the 
Army, and such is their independence that they have 
no connection with the general appointed to command 
the Army, but refer direct to the Secretary of War for 
instructions on all matters connected with their duties. 
These bureaus or staff departments consist of; 1. The 
Quartermaster Department. 2. The Ordnance Depart- 
ment. The Commissary Department. 4. The Engineer 
Department. 5. The Topographical Pngineers. 6. The 
Pay Department. 7. The Purchasing Department. 8. 
The Medical Department. 

The subjects intrusted to these departments and the 
rules which have governed them have, since they were 
brought to the seat of government, been exclusively 
directed by the officers at their respective heads without 
any reference whatever to the General Commanding the 
Army. The consequence is that they are without any 
control, as it is not to be presumed that the Secretary 
of War, whose functions and attributes are of the high- 
est character and of the most complicated nature, can 
have time to look into all the minutiae and ramifications 
of the duties of these several departments of the ser- 
vice, and, indeed, if he had the time to do so, the short 
time which a Secretary of War usually occupies his sta- 
tion in the Administration, could not, without great dili- 
gence, enable him to get a correct knowledge of their 
duties or of the manner in which they ought to be ex- 
ecuted. 

The act fixing the military peace establishment enu- 
merates what officers and troops shall belong to that 
establishment, and they are all subject to the rules and 
Articles of War. It is the province of the War Depart- 
ment with the approval of the President to make such 
rules and regulations, as shall be proper and necessary 
for the government of the Army. But I presume it was 
never contemplated to make regulations which could ren- 
der the several departments so separated and discon- 
nected from the commander of the Army as to leave 
him the troops without the power to control, support, 
or conduct them—the means of the general staff 

I have therefore concluded that there has been some 
misconception of the relative duties of the general and 
staff officers; otherwise it appears to me impossiple 
that so complete a separation of them could have been 
authorized. By the practice under the present regula- 
tions the officers of the different staff departments dis- 
pose of the officers under them, without reference to the 
Commanding General, grant them furloughs and other 
indulgences without his knowledge, and, in a word, act 
so independently that one would suppose they did not 
belong to the same service. 

This on the least consideration of the subject, must 
appear to be wrong in principle, and it is evidently bad 
in practice. The unity which ought to characterize the 
operations of headquarters is destroyed, the power of 
the Government to maintain discipline and act efficiently 
4s paralyzed, and consequently the whole Army must 
feel the disorganizing effect of such a system. 

The right to make rules and regulations to govern the 
Army rests with the War Department. The appointment 
of all officers except the personal staff of generals nat- 
urally passes through that Department to the Chief 
Magistrate, but the command of troops under the Ex- 
ecutive, the maintaining of discipline, the preservation 
of order and economy, the carrying into effect the com- 
mands of the Executive in reference to military move- 
ments properly belong to the commander of the Army. 

A reference to the Secretary of War in all that con- 
cerns those things when they are of a nature of sufficient 
importance and interest to claim his attention should 
be made to insure that concert and harmony so essential 
to a correct administration of the military concerns of 
the Army. Respectfully,

The matter appears to have been amicably adjusted, 
as will be observed by the letter of the Hon. Lewis Cass, 
dated Dec. 24, 1834, and paragraphs of the regulations 
pwhlished in 1834. A copy of this letter and the regula- 


tions follow: 
War Department, Dec. 2%, 1834. 

Sir—In comformity with your request I have the honor 
to transmit a report showing the pay and emoluments 
of all descriptions appertaining to the office of Major 
General Commanding the Army by the laws and regula- 
tions now in force. 

You request me to submit to you any views concerning 
that office which may occur to me, (It seems that the 
committee asked Secretary Cass for opinion concern- 





ing the office of Commanding General of the Army.) 
Il am not aware that anything which I can say on the 
subject will be useful to the committee; but I still think 
it proper that I should lay before you the ideas which 
have occurred to me. 

In 1815 the Army was reduced from a war to a ce 
establishment, and two major generals were retained. in 
1821 it was still further reduced, and only one major gen- 
eral retained. In that condition it has remained until 
the present period. 

Two great objects were held in view in these reduc- 
tions. One was to preserve such a force as might be 
necessary to garrison our seaboards and to afford ade- 
quate security to our inland frontier. The other was to 
continue such an organization as would readily admit 
of a proper extension in the event of the occurrence 
of any difficulties rendering an increase necessary. The 
present organization .seems to have attained these ob- 
jects. The Army is efficient without being too numerous, 
and the military arrangements are such that new troops 
may be engrafted upon it, and the benefit of experience 
preserved, without those losses and delays which inevi- 
tably occur where new forces are suddenly em ied. 

I consider the office of major general essential to th 
unity of command. He is stationed at this city to su- 
perintend and direct those parts of the administration 
of the Army which are strictly military in their char- 
acter, and which, to be properly conducted, require not 
only the advantage of military experience but of a mili- 
tary connection with the Army. If the office of major 
general should be abolished, and but two brigadier gen- 
erals retained, they must either remain in command 
of separate districts, and this department thus be de- 
prived of the assistance and advice of an officer of high 
rank in the management of those concerns which pecu- 
liarly affect the Army, or one of them must be sta- 
a here exercising an authority over the whole ser- 
vice. 

The latter arrangement would certainly be liable to 
objection, and would be inconsistent with the established 
principle of the military service. These principles look 
to the union of separate bodies or corps under one in- 
dividual. Companies are united into battalions, battal- 
ions into regiments, regiments into brigades, and bri- 
gades into divisions, and an officer is placed at the head 
of each of these bodies charged with its general concerns 
and responsible for them. This point of union I con- 
sider proper, if not esential. The principle has hereto- 
fore been preserved, and I should regret to see it de- 
parted from.

EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS OF. 1834. 


1. The military establishment is placed under the orders 
of the Major General Commanding in Chief in all that 
regards its discipline and military control. Its fiscal ar- 
rangements properly belong to the Treasury Department, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War. (That para- 
graph has been in existence most of the time from that 
day to this, and is in the regulations to-day.) While the 
General in Chief will not interfere with the concerns of 
the Treasury, he will see pe the estimates for the mili- 
tary service are based u proper data and made for 
the objects contemplated by law, and necessary to the 
due support and useful employment of the Army. 

he General will watch over the economy of the ser- 
vice in all that relates to the expenditure of money, 
supply of arms, ordnance and ordnance stores, clothing, 
equipments, camp equipage, medical and hospital stores, 
barracks, quarters, transportation, fortification, Military 
Academy, pay, and subsistence; in short, everything 
which enters into the expenses of the military estab- 
lishment, whether personal or material. In carrying into 
affect these important duties he will call to his counsel! 
and assistance the staff, and those officers proper, in his 
opinion, to be employed in verifying and inspecting all 
the objects which may require attention. The rules 
and regulatons established for the government of the 
Army and the laws relating to the military establishment 
are the guides for the Commanding General in the per- 
formance of his duties. 

2. All estimates, exhibits, and reports of the several 
branches of the military service, required annually to be 
made with a view to their transmission to Congress, will 
be addressed to the Commanding General of the Army, 
who, after examining them and fixing with the officers 
concerned the amounts required for the service, will 
pre sent them to the Secretary of War for his considera- 
tion. 

These paragraphs were repeated as Article XX XIX of 
the Regulations of 1836, with the slightest change of 
phraseology, the substance remaining exactlv the same. 
Also, practically the same paragraphs were contained in 
the regulations of 1841 and in those of 1847, but were 
omitted from the regulations of 1857, 1861 and 1863. 

Hon. John B. Floyd, Secretary of War in 1857, made 
the following explanation. to wit: 

The failure to insert in the new regulations a defini- 
tion of the duties and authority pertaining to the office 
of Commander in Chief of the Army, which was con- 
tained in the old regulations, I am satisfied, does not, 
in any degree, take from it any power, authority, honor, 
or command conferred upon that high office by law. 

The first mention, again, of the duties of the Com- 
manding General of the ~.rmy was made on March 10, 
1864, when President Lincoln placed General Grant in 
command of the armies of the wnited States, and 
throughout the operations which followed, to the close 
of the war, General Grant had command of the Army 
in the fullest sense of the term, under the orders of 
the President who gave that command to his care and 
judgment. 

Yet it appears that in 1866 the control of the Army 
had been practically usurped by the then Secretary of 
War, which caused General Grant to write the following 
characteristic letter to the Secretary. 

The Chairman—Who was the Secretary? — 
General Miles—Hon. E. M. Stanton, to whom this let- 
ter is addressed, as follows: 

Washington, January 29, 1866. 
Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

From the period of the difficulties between Major-Gen- 
eral, now Lieutenant-General, Scott, with Secretary 
Marcy during the administration of President Polk, the 
command of the Army virtually passed into the hands 
of the Secretary of War. From that day to the break- 
ing out of the rebellion, the General in Chief never kept 
his headquarters in Washington, and could not conse- 
quently, with propriety, resume his proper functions. 
To administer the affairs of the Army properly, head- 
quarters and the Adjutant-General’s Office must be in 
the same place. 

During the war, while in the field, my functions as 
commander of all the armies were never impaired, but 
were facilitated in all essential matters by the Adminis- 
tration and by the War Department. Now, however, 
that the war is over and I have brought my headquar- 
ters to this city, I find my present position embarrass- 
ing and, I think, out of place. I have been intending. 
or did intend, to make the beginning of the new year 
the time to bring this matter before you, with the view 
of asking to have the old condition of affairs restored, 
but from diffidence about mentioning the matter have 
postponed it until now. In a few words I will state 
what I conceive to be my duties and my place, and ask 
respectfully to be restored to them and it. 

The entire Adjutant-General’s Office should be under 
the entire control of the General in Chief of the Army. 
No orders should go to the Army or to the Adjutant- 
General except through the Genera] in Chief. Such as 
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of War is between the Army (through the General in 
Chief) amd the President. 

I can very well conceive that a rule so long disre- 
garded could not or would not be restored without the 
subject ted, and I now do so; respectfully,

C. Aqest pre; a system of regulations which em- 
praced the following—and here again appear the 
duties of the commanding general of the Army in the 
proposed regulations:

The general will watch over the economy of the ser-

The General of the Army is the head of the Army, 
and all parts of it are subject to his orders, supervision 
and control, and he is held responsible to the law for 
its proper administration. 

The eral staff comprises all officers charged with 
regulating the details of the service and providing the 
Army with the means necessary to it. They act under 
the general in chief, in his name and by his authority. 
When assigned to duty with other subordinate generals 
and commanders, these in like manner act in their name 
and by their authority. 

The general staff and staff corps are: 1. Chief of 
staff to the General of the Army. 2. Adjutant-General’s 
Department. Inspector-General’s Department. _ 
Quartermaster’ s Department. 5. Subsistence Depart- 
ment. 6. Medical Department. 7. Pay Department. 8. 
Bureau of Military Justice. 9. Signal Officer. II.—Staff 
Corps. 1. Corps of Engineers. 2. Ordnance De tment. 

Commanding officers have complete control over the 
staff’ administration of their respective commands. 
While the supplies for the Arey are provided by the 
bureaus of the War Department, the application of them 
rests with department commanders. 

The above-mentioned regulations were approved by 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, commanding the Army, but were 
not promulgated by the Executive. 

The next official reference to the duties of the com- 
manding general apnear in General Orders, No. 28, of 
1869, and General Orders, No28, of 1876, which are 
embodied as sections 125 and 126 of the regulations of 
1881, as follows: 

15. The military establishment is under the orders of 
the General of the Army in all that pertains to its dis- 
cipline and military control. The fiscal arraneements 
of the Army belong to the several administrative de- 
partments of the staff, under the direction of the Sec- 
“why War, and to the Treasury Department. (G. O. 
*, 1876. 

126. All orders and instructions relating to the mili- 
tary operations, or affecting the military control and 
discipline of the Army, issued by the President or the 
Secretary of War, will be promulgated through the Gen- 
eral of the Army. (G. O. 28, 1869.) 

They again appeared in the regulations of 1889 as 
paragraphs 186 and 187, in the regulations of 1895 as 
paragraphs 187 and 188, and are contained substantially 
in the present regulations for the Army; and if this first 
simple paragraph of five lines was observed by all con- 
cerned there would be no occasion for the slightest fric- 
tion or want of harmony in the military administration of 
the Army. That is my opinion, that if the regulations 
contained in the five lines of that single paragraph were 
observed to-day there could be no occasion for the slight- 
est friction. 

Mr. Bate—Read those five lines again. 

General Miles—there would not be the slightest friction, 
any more than there would be friction between the col- 
onel and the captains of a regiment, or the captain and 
his company. .his is the regulation of to-day; in the 
Army Regulations, paragraph 205: 

The military establishment is under the orders of the 
commanding general of the Army in that which per- 
tains to its discipline and military control. The fiscal 
affairs of the Army are conducted by the Secretary of 
War through the several staff departments. 

Paragraph 206. All orders and instructions from the 
President or Secretary of War relating to military oper- 
tions, or affecting the military control and discipline of 
the Army, will be promulgated through the command- 
ing general. 

The following extracts are from the official reports and 
communications of militarv men, giving their opinions 
concerning the importance of responsiblity resting with 
the commanding generals, whose exnerience qualifies 
them for devising the best plans for the administration 
of strictly military affairs, and who are in the end held 
responsible for the success of armies. 

(We omit three extracts which are from Napoleon, 
Wellington and Schofield.) 

It will be observed from the following extract from 
Grant’s Memoirs that although President Lincoln had 
been commander in chief of the Army and Navy of the 
United States for three years, in which the most terrible 
war of modern times had been waged, when the seat 
of government was one vast military camp and hospital 
vet that great statesman and Chief Magistrate did not 
presume to possess military knowledge sufficient to en- 
able him to command armies or conduct campaigns: 

In my first interview with Mr. Lincoln alone he stated 


to me that he had never professed to be a mili man 
or to know how campaigns should be conducted, and 
never wanted to interfere in them; but that procras- 


tination on the part of the commanders. and the pres- 
sure from the people at the North and Congre which 
wes always with him, forced him into issuing his series 
of “military orders’’—one, two, three, etc. He did not 
know but they were all wrong, and did know that some 
of them were. All he wanted or had ever wanted was 
someone who would take the responsibilitv and act and 

|! on him for assistance needed, pledgine 
himself to use all the power of the Government in ren- 
dering such assistance. Assuring him that I would do 
the best I could with the means at hand and avoid, as 
far as possible, annoying him or the War Department, 
ur first interview end (Grant’sMemoirs.) 

During the existence of the Government there have 
been no less than 66 men occupying the position of Sec- 
retary of War, 2 of whom are now members of the Unit- 
ed States Senate, and in the same period there have been 
but 18 commanders of the Army. In all this time I have 
heard of friction occurring between the commanding gen- 
eral and the Secretary of War during the term of office of 
only 10 Secretaries of the 66. 
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It can not be expected that a civilian will either be 
ualified to or can properly master the important details 
that daily require attention in the administration of the 


affairs of the Army any more than that he could com- 
mand a regiment or one of the geographical departments. 

Something has been said regarding the want of prepar- 
ation prior to the war with Spain, and it was the misfor- 
tune of that its tion and field sup- 
plies — been a to the very minimum — > 
war; but no one in the Army proper was respon ‘or 
such reduction. Still, the Army was inco’ and suf- 
ficient state of preparation, with the ex m noted, and 
psa 15th day of April orders were given for its mobili- 
zation. 

Mr. Seott—Let me interrupt you right there, General. 

General Miles—Yes, sir. 

Mr, Scott—That is one of the points that the Secretary 
of War makes—that there was nobody responsible. He 
claims that by this bill somebody will be made responsi- 
ble for these supplies. 

General Miles—It cannot be done in that way. Sup- 
pose Congress does not appropriate money for keeping 
up the equipment of a great army? The Secretary is mis- 
taken in that. The Regular Army was ready, and it 
moved within three days from the time it got its order, 
and before any declaration of war was made. War was 
not declared until the 22d of anril. 

Mr. Scott—My statement was that there was nobody 
responsible for this neglect and that the Secretary of 
bes claims that this bill will make somebody respon- 
sible: 

General Miles—Not in the slichtest anaes. They can 
not produce war material—horses or mules or artillery; 
they have no power to provide them. That can only be 
done by Congress. 

Mr. Warren—As a matter of fact, the commanding offi- 
cer and the Secretary of War had repeatedly asked 
Congress for greater supplies before this war, had they 
not, General? 

General Miles—But there had been a policy of keeping 
the Army down to the most economical status. Still, 
the Army was in complete and sufficient state of prep- 
aration, with the exception noted, and on the 15th day 
of April orders were gree for its mobilization. Within 
five days—some of them moved within two days, and 
some within three days. They were ready in twenty-four 
hours, and only waited for the cars, locomotives, and 
trains to take them from the nearest station to the place 
to which they were directed to move. 





THE MOVEMENT AGAINST CUBA. 


As soon as railway transportation could be secured 
the Army was moving from every part of the United 
States to the places designated for concentration, 
namely, New Orleans, Mobile, Tampa and Chickamauga. 
The orders that were issued from the headquarters of 
the Army will show that everything that could be done 
within the control of the commanding general was 
done without the least delay. The Army was in an ef- 
fective condition, and its record has been unsurpassed. 

In all history the efficiency and success of armies have 
depended largely upon its generals, who are required not 
only to thoroughly understand the art and science of war, 
which can only be acquired by years of experience, but 
they must be capable of conducting campaigns, as well as 
tlanning maneuvers in the supreme hour of battle. Sure- 
ly such men as Washington, Jackson, Taylor, Scott, Lee, 
Stonewall Jackson, Albert Sidney Johnston, Joseph 
Johnston, Beauregard, Thomas, Meade, Sheridan, Sher- 
man, and Grant, did not require a corps of subordinates 
to dictate to them how campaigns should be conducted 
and victories won. 

As every member of this committee has had experience 
in actual warfare, I trust that the office which Scott and 
Grant and Sherman held with so much distinction will 
not be destroyed while any of their comrades and friends 
who so well knew of their services and responsibilities 
still survive. 

Mr. Proctor—General, was not one great trouble about 
the unreadiness—that while the Army was entirely ready, 
for the number of men we had, no preparation had been 
made by Congress for the creat additional number who 
volunteered ? 

General Miles—That is quite true. I went at one time 
to the White House—happened to be over there on busi- 
ness—and I said to the President, “There is much talk 
in Washington of war,” and he said, “Well, I sup- 
pose" —— 

he Chairman—Which President was that? 

General Miles—President McKinley. He said: “I 
suppose the Armv is ready.” I said, “‘ The Army, as 
far as the personnel is concerned, is ready for any 
service, but there is much to be done in the way of 
equipment and the defense of the coast, which ought 
to be supvlied at the other end of the Capital.” He 
asked what that was, and I said that the coast was 
not in condition for defense, and neither did we have 
material for equipping an efficient army. He then invited 
some gentlemen from the Capitol to consult about the 
matter, and they voted him $50,000,vv00 for the national 
defense, which money, of course, had to be used in the 
purchase of war material and the supplies for equipping 
an army. 

There were more than 200,000 additional men called 
into service, and it was impossible to supply m at 
once out of the small amuount of material that we had 
on hand. Of the 278,000 men called into the Service, 
there were only 52,000 who left the country during the 
Spanish war. 

Mr. Seott—Out of the entire 278,000? 

General Miles—Yes. The rest of them went into camp 
at Camp Alger, Chickamauga and in different parts. of 
the country, and saw nothing of war. Of course, it re- 
quired much time to ecuip them. 

Mr. Foraker—The point made by the Secretary of War 
when he was before the committee was that if we could 
have a general staff we would have an assurance against 
just that kind of thing happening, in this: That they 
would beforehand have careful plans on file, and by 
consulting them we could have seen as to Tampa, for 
instance, that they did not have the necessary railroad 
facilities for concentrating troops in large numbers, such 
as they undertook to concentrate there at the beginning 
of the Spanish-American war, and that they could not 
readily rush supplies in there as they undertook to do. 
And he said that the difficulty to which you have just 
referred—I do not remember that he said that specifically, 
but that was the effect of the statement—was. dune to 
the lack of work which it was designed should be done 
- this general staff. I merely call your attention to 
that. 

General Miles—You already have a general staff. 

Mr. Foraker—I merely call your attention to that so 
that you mav make such answer as you please. 

General Miles—You also have generals to command 
your troops, and neither the present general staff nor the 
generals commanding the Army nor any other staff 
could prevent the Secretary of War or the 
giving an order to send 70,000 men to Tampa, or any oth- 
er place if he chose to do it. 


General Miles—As I , we have well-defined plans 
tidieelane, whenever they may 
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nm after the o ng of hostilities I went at midnight

At once that order was sent, after I received con- 
firmation. It did not require any general staff to get 
together and formulate a plan, and General Shafter got 
the order at once and commenced to load his transports. 

Mr. Foraker—Do you think the action would ha 
been different if there had been a general staff that 
prepared plans in anticigation of such an omarpnes® 

General Miles—In the first place, there would have been 
no commanding general. The office of commanding gen- 
eral is absolutely abolished by this bill, and there is no 
commanding general, no military head provided for. If 
this information had been received it would have had 
to go to the Secretarv of War, and he would have had 
to call his general staff and they would have had to de- 
vise what they thought should be done. They are merely 
advisers, or recommenders, and have no responsibility 
whatever, and it would be simply an army without a 
head, or a department or a division, if you apply it to 
thom . the me KS et thin presenel ned 

r. Burrows—Suppose that this p measure 
been the law at the time that this emergency occurred, 
and the Spanish fleet had entered this harbor, could you 
have issued that order? 

General Miles—I would not have been in existence. 

ay Burrows—You would have had no authority to is- 
sue it? 

General Miles—I would not have been here; it provides 
for no commanding general. 

Mr. Burrows—Who could have issued it? 

General Miles—No one except the Secretary of War; 
and he, not being a military man, might be in doubt about 
what to do. He would have to summon his ~eneral! staff. 

The Chairman—The President could have issued it? 

General Miles—Yes; the President could have issued 
it if he thought favorably, but the adoption of this plan 
would be going back to a Chinese condition of affairs. 
Ie might do very well for Cnina, but not for the United 
States.

CRITICISM OF SECTION SEVEN. 


Mr. Harris—Pardon me if I call your attention to the 
beginning of section 7: 

That from and after the passage of this act, the 
senior general officer of the Army shall be ed to 
command such portion of the Army as the 
may direct. 

Now, in an emergency, such as you have described, the 
senior general officer of the Army would have been, I 
suppose, assigned to command. 

eneral Miles—Not necessarily. He might have been 
in command of the Department of the East or the De- 
partment of California. 

Mr. Harris—Subject to the direction of the President, 
as a matter of course, there would have been an exec- 
utive officer in command? 

General Miles—It is a question. It is doubtful. Cer- 
tainly not under this 1, 

Mr. Harris—I wanted to know if it would not be a fair 
construction of this act to assume that there would have 
been a senior officer in command. 

General Miles—I think not. I think it is a feir con- 
struction just the other way, because it provides in this 
bill that the senior officer may be assigned to some com- 
mand, indicating rather that it is the purpose of Con- 
gress to send him awav from Washington. 

a Harris—That the President has the power to do 
that. 

General Miles—He has the power now, bot if you put 
it into a law it would undoubtedly be construed t 
that was the exnectation of Congress, 

Mr. Foraker—I call your attention to the next sentence, 
in section 7, the one immediately following the sentence 
to which Senator Harris called your attention, which 
reads as follows: 

All duties prescribed by law for the fyeemgating Gen- 
eral of the Army shal! be performed by the chief of 
general staff or other general officer designated by the 
Secretary of War. 

Does not that contemnlate that there shall be one head 
to the Army, who would have all the authority and power 
et yen exercised in sending that order to General 

er? 

General Miles—Not at all; just the other way. The du- 
ties prescri by law are these: He approves of recom- 
mendations of brevet for officers in the Indian Service. 
He is by law the chairman of the Board of Governors of 
the Soldiers’ Home. He is the President of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortitications, and, by law, that is all. 

Mr. Foraker—That is all he is given by law? Now, 
how does he get the authority under which he does in 
fact exercise command? 

General Miles—By order, for instance—— 


Mr. Foraker—Is it by regulation or by-—— 

General Miles—I will explain it to you. It is by regu- 
lation and order. 

Mr. Foraker—How did you get the authori Aen 
ator Ha suggests the question to er 
you sent that order to General Shafter?

Mr. Foraker—I am only asking these questions for the 
purpose of getting information. I do not know what 
the truth is about it, but I supposed that that clause 
to which I have called your attention in section 7 did in- 
vest the chief of staff with all the power and authority 
that you as Lieutenant-General commanding the Army 
now have, and then I supposed, looking at the proviso, 
that it was intended to be made explicit by this bill, that 
you individually should not be interfered with at all, be- 
cause the proviso is as follows: 

“Provided, That so long as the present Lieutenant- 
General of the Army continues on the active list he 
shall be the chief of the general staff, and upon the 
separation from active service of the said Lieutenant- 
General of the Army, said office, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall cease and determine.” 

So that, all taken together, the effect of the provision 
would be that you should have as chief of staff all the 
power and authosity that the Commanding General of 
the Army now has by law. I supposed it was all by vir- 
tue of law, and that although the Secretary of War is 
authorized to designate some other officer in a certain con- 
tingency, he has no such discretion so long as you con- 
tinue on the active list. That is section 7. 

General Miles—In lines 21, 22, and 23, on page 8 of the 
bill, section 7, which you read, it is explained that— 

Upon the separation from active service of the said 
Lieutenant-General of the Army, said office, except as 
herein provided, shall cease and determine. , 

The o.u.ce of General Commanding the Army is abso- 
Iutely abolished by this bill, and his duties assigned to 
“the chief of staff or other general officer,” which for- 
merly have been exercised by law by the commanding 
general, who has been ex-officio the chairman of the 
board of ordnance and fortifications, and has had the oth- 
er duties to which I have referred. Those duties are 
transferred to whomever may be made chief of staff or 
to another general officer. : 

..r. Foraker—The bill provides that the office of Lieu- 
tenant-General of the Armv shall cease wnen you retire. 

General Miles—That is it. F 

Mr. Foraker—‘Except as herein provided;” that is te 
say, the Lieutenant-General shall be the chief of staff. 
and there shall be no other. 

General Miles—There would be a chief of staff, and he 
would be given the rank of Lieutenant-General, but no 
command. 

Mr. Harris—Does the word “office,” Senator Foraker. 
relate to the Lieutenant-General of the Army, the Com- 
manding General of the Army, which has been alluded to 
before? I supposed that referred to the Commanding 
teneral of the Army, not to the rank of Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral of the Army. 

General Miles—There will be no longer any Command- 
ing General of the Army. 

Mr. Harris—The words “‘said office” relate back to the 
position of commanding general of the Army, as I read it. 

Mr. Foraker—There may be some obscurity about it, 
but I got this impression from reading it, that the pres 
ent Lieutenant-General, who is the commanding general 
of the Armv, would under this bill be the chief of staff 
That would not affect his rank, because he already has 
the rank of Lieutenant General. The chief of staff 
would be a Lieutenant General, and so long as the pres- 
ent Lieutenant-General continues on the active list he 
will continue to be the chief of staff. 

Mr. Pettus—What section do you read? 

Mr. Foraker—Section 7. In other words. the Secretary 
of War wil! have no authority under this bill to designate 
somebody else, as it is provided that he may do in cer- 
tain contingencies under Section 7, until the retirement 
of the »resent Commanding General of the Army, but 
the present Lieutenant General, who is the Commanding 
General of the Army, shall be the chief of staff, shall 
have the rank of lieutenant-general, and shall exercise all 
the power and authority with which he is now invested 
by law. IT supposed that gave to General Miles the right 
to continue where he is until he goes on the retired list. 
and that so long as he remains chief of staff he will have 


the rank of lieutenant-general and be the Commander in 
Chief of the Army—— 

Mr. Harris—The Commanding General of the Army 

Mr. Foraker—The Commanding General of the Army; 
and that when he retires the office of Lieutenant General 
of the Army shall cease and determine, except only as 
provided for in this bill, which provision is that the offi- 
cer shall have that rank who becomes chief of staff, and 
nobody else. 

Mr. Scott—And that this chief of staff is really Com- 
mander of the Army? 

Mr. Foraker—Unless the Secretary of War, after Gen- 
eral Miles goes out, sees fit to designate some other 
officer to be commander in chief. 

mr. Burrows— Whoever he designates as chief of staff 
becomes Lieutenant General of the Army? 

—y Foraker—Yes; and no other officer shall have the 
rank, 

Mr. Harris—I think he becomes the commanding gen- 
eral of the Army. 

Mr. Burrows—With the rank of lieutenant-general? 

Mr. tarris—No; I do not think it gives him the rank. 

Mr. Foraker—He becomes commanding general, but 
with the right in the Secretary of War to designate some 
other officer, except in the case of General Miles, as to 
whom he has no such right at all. 

General Miles—Excuse me, but section 5 provides: 

That the officers detailed from the Army at large for 
the performance of the general staff duties shall consti- 
tute the general staff corps, which shall consist of one 
chief of — staff, with the rank, pay, and allow- 
ances of lieutenant-general, who shall be detailed by the 
President, by -and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, from officers of the Army at large not below the 
grade of brigadier-general. 

Therefore, any President could detail the junior brig- 
adier-general and make him the chief of staff, with the 
rank of lieutenant-general. 

Mr. Foraker—That is true, after you go out. 

General Miles—Yes; and supposing after all the good 
men are gone some administration comes in and the Pres- 
ident under this law says: 

I do not want the staff of my predecessor; I want my 
political friends. I do not want anyone among the 
brigadier-generals or the major-generals, but [| find a 
man, perhaps a captain, and when the first vacancy 
occurs in the staff or the line I will make that young 
man a brigadier-general; I will make him chief of ord- 
nance, or chief quartermaster, or chief of the Signal 
Corps, or a brigadier-general in the line. You confirm 
him. The next day I make him chief of staff with the 
grade of lieutenant-general, and let him together with 
this detailed a fe staff, dictate the military affairs 
as my political existence as President of the United 

ates. 

It seems to me you are throwing the door wide open for 
a future autocrat or a military despot. It is not, in my 
judgment, in accordance with the principle and theory 
of democratic government, and for the best interests of 
the Army. which has existed more than a hundred years 
and fulfilled all your requirements, to adopt such a 
scheme. 

I would say this: That the position of the commanding 
general toward the Army has been, as far as I know any- 
thing of the history of it, almost that of a father to a son. 
He devises what he thinks for the good of the Army— 
for the benefit of the Service—and strives to maintain 
the tone and character of the Service. I will submit 
certain orders that I have issued which I think have had 
a tendency to promote patriotism, efficiency, sobriety 
general intelligence, and fortitude. 

And if you choose to look back you will find that other 
commanding generals have done the same, just as the 
colonel of a regiment or the cartain of a company takes 
an interest in his regiment or company, and feels that he 
is resnonsible for its condition and efficiency, and de- 
sires to keep it in the best condition in order that it may 
render the most efficient service for the Government. 

Mr. Pettus—Mr. Chairman, I think there ought to 
be some mode of having these notes revised. 

The Chairman—That will be done. 

Mr. Pettus— ‘The report of the proceedings should be 
submitted to General Miles, with permission to strike out 
such portions as ought not to be published. 

Mr. Proctor—That is it. ~ 

yeneral Miles—I do not know that there is anything 

to he stricken out—— . 
_The Chaiman—We have been in the habit of submit- 
ting to the witness before the committee, whoever he 
was, the stenographer’s report of his remarks for cor- 
rection, of course. a 

Mr. Pettus—I wanted to go further than that. The 
stenographer has no doubt taken down correctly what 
the General **s said, but there are some things that 
he said which he may desire to strike out, and I think 
he should be allowed that privilege. 

The Chairman—He must be the judge of that. 

_ Mr. Pettus—He should be allowed the liberty of strik- 
ing out anything which ought not to be publisned, even 
if it is stated correctly in the report.

Tommy Atkins of the Guards is no longer permitted 
to wear the jaunty cap cocked over his ear, as of old, 
but he is doing his best to appear as rakish as possible 
in his mew pan cake cap by cag way Be 4 in front and 
giving it a drop behind, so as to w that he is still 
ready for a flirtation with the pretty maidens who sing 
“J‘aime le Militaire.” 


As an instance of the leisurely manner in which the 
military authorities of Turkey move in time of peace 
it is said that a committee appointed in 1890 to pre- 
pare plans for the constructon of fortifications for the 
defense of the strategically most important points on 
the Turkish shores of the Persian Gulf has just com- 
pleted its labors. 


One has but to scan the monthly bulletins of casual- 
ties in South Africa, issued by the British War Of- 
fice, to understand how eagerly the English public 
longs for a cessation of hostilities. The latest of these 
bulletins shows that from the ning of the war uv 
to and including the month of February, the British 
have lost by death 994 officers and 19,429 men; 2,832 
officers and 65,869 men have been sent home as in- 
valids, and of these 4,988 have left the service as unfit. 
The total reduction of the British forces through the 
wir has been 25,962. It is an interesting fact that a 
great majority of the men invalided home have re- 
covered and rejoined for duty. 


Official statistics for the year 1899 show that the 
death rate and the sick rate are higher among the of- 
ficers of the Russian Army than among the non-com- 
missioned officers and rank and file; the number of 
deaths per thousand being: Among the officers, 6.23. 
and among other ranks, 4.84. Of cases of sickness: 
Among the officers, 423.8 per 1,000; among the other 
ranks 310.05. Compared with other European armies 
the number of cases of sickness is proportionately larger 
than in the French, German, and Austrian armies; 
while the rate of mortality is greater than in the Ger- 
man — Austrian armies, but less than that in the 
French. 


Orders have recently been issued for the calling out 
of the German Army Reserves for their annual period 
of training. ‘The period of instruction will cover two 
weeks, but if the commanding officers deem it ad- 
visable they have power to extend the period six days. 
making twenty days in all. Besides the regular course 
in musketry the Reservists are this year to be exercised 
as much as possible in field firing. In the infantry 


135,000 men are to be called out; in the rifles, 8 


in the field artillery, 15,000; in the , 
6,000; and in the engineers, 3,600. 1,800 Re- 
servists of the Railway Brigade are to be called out 
for twenty-eight days; 540 of the Military 
Service for thirty-five days; 15 of the balloon compa 
for twenty-eight days; and 174 more for twen 
days; 5,556 of the train for fourteen days; 
twenty days; and, finally, 1,000 Reservists of the Army 
Medical Corps for twelve or thirteen days. 


Japan, like the United States, is suffering from a 
shortage of naval officers, and has resolved upon the 
novel experiment of transferring a considerable number 
of army officers to the naval service. These are to 
be selected officers from the Japanese Army. They will 
be volunteers and must be s ally recommended by 
their commanding officers. y are to be appointed 
to the Navy on probation for two years, at the expira- 
tion of which they will be required to pass an examina- 
tion in nautical and naval subjects, when, if successful, 
they will be permanently transferred to the Navy. 


The German Emperor has issued orders requiring the 
use of the Arco-Slaby system of wireless telegraphy 
in the German Navy and Signal Station, to the exclu- 
sion of all other systems, and it is thought this action 
will secure its adoption by the German merchant ma- 
rine. It is said that the imperial authorities are pre- 
paring a bill which, if enacted, will prevent Marconi 
from erecting stations anywhere on the German coast. 
An interesting statement is published in the London 
Globe to the effect that the British battleship Revenge, 
on a recent cruise along the Irish coast, tested her 
wireless telegraph apparatus and repeatedly intercepted 
private messages passing between mai] steamers and 
Marconi stations on shore. If this is a fact, it indi- 
cates that secrecy in messages transmitted by the Mar- 
coni system could be maintained only by the use of 
ciphers. 

Notwithstanding the assurance of Mr. Brodrick, Brit- 
ish Minister of State for War, that the purchase and 
supply of horses for the Army in South Africa are ful- 
ly equal to the demand, the Army and Navy Gazette of 
London declares that advices from Pretoria show a 
lamentable deficiency which is assuming alarming pro- 
portions. The Gazette says the authorities at home 
have been warned that the need of horses in South 
Africa is greater than the need of men and that the 
loss of horses is more enormous than in any former 
campaign. The present demand is for 10,000 horses a 
month, and Minister Brodrick states that 16,000 were 
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sent out in January, and 14,500 in February, the ship- 
ments for March being estimated at 13,500. Owing to 
the sending of unsuitable animals, the life of a horse in 
South Africa averages about six weeks or less, and a 
correspondent of the London Times cites an instance 
in which the troops —— in a night expedition 
lost 20 per cent. of their horses, 9 per cent. being shot 
and 11 per cent. being sent to the sick lines. The Court 
of Inquiry appointed to investigate the work of the Re- 
mount Department in the purchase and shipment of 
horses for the forces in South Africa has not yet com- 
pleted its labors.

The clubs in Washington are having 
much amusement over an incident of 
prince Henry’s recent visit which appears 
to have escaped the notice of the “‘argus- 
eyed reporters.”
